HANGING FIRE. 

Wasurncton, Jan. 31.—The Senate de- 
voted its time to-day to the Indians. In the 
morning hour, Mr. Dawes read a long speech 
in relation to the treatment of the Poncas and 
the killing of Big Snake. Mr. Kirkwood gave 
notice that he would answer it to-morrow, but 
Gen. Logan was unwilling to postpone what 
he had tosay. In a short speech he warmly 
fefended Secretary Schurz’s administra- 
tion of Indian affairs, declaring that 
he had been honest, capable, and humane. 
In reply, Mr. Dawes became very earn- 
est, supporting what Gen. Logan had said 
zs to Secretary Schurz’s administration in 
general, but severely criticising his course to- 
ward the Poncas and in the Big Snake affair. 
He asserted that the Secretary had withheld 
for 10 months the answer to the Senate’s reso- 
lution asking for information concerning that 
affair, and had then refused to express an opin- 
ion about it. He regretted that an officer who 
had done so well in other respects should be 
willing to go upon the records of history as 
one who did not disapprove of the outrages 

f which he had spoken. In the after- 
noon the Senate continued the consideration 
of the bill for alloting land in severalty to In- 
dians. It has been agreed that the brig Arm- 
strong claim shall next occupy the attention 
of the Senate, and Mr. Eaton has secured the 
next place after that for the bill for the restora- 
tion of the Japanese indemnity fund. The 
Pension Appropriation bill will, however, come 
In before either of these, and will probably be 
taken up to-morrow. This will not be ey 
disposed of, for the bill for the establishment 
of local pension courts, commonly known as 
the Sixty Surgeon bill, will be proposed by 
the-committee as an amendment. It has the 
unanimous support of the committee, and has 
awakened the strenuous opposition of the pen- 
tion and claim agents who have large estab- 
lishments in this city. These agents have pro- 
cured from veterans many petitions against 
the bill, which have been presented in the Sen- 
ate. In presenting one to-day Mr. Ingells said 
jhat it purported to be signed by Kansas sol- 
liers, but really came from these agents, and 
?id not, in his opinion, represent the convic- 
tions of the soldiers of his State. It is plain, 
however, that the proposed amendment will 
not be adopted without considerable debate. 

The Post Office authorities ask the Senate 
committce to make the following additions to 
tho bill: For the pay of letter-carriers, $100,- 
600; post route maps, $5,000; rents and lights, 
$75,000; office furniture, $5,000; miscellane- 
ous, $15,000; special facilities on trunk lines, 
$50,000; transportation by steam-boat routes, 
$100,000; transportation by star routes, $400,- 
000; locks and keys, $35,000; mail-bags and 
catches, $35,000, making an aggregate of 
$820,000. The amount ——— by 
the bill as it passed the House, for star 
routes is nearly $8,000,000, which is about 
£500,000 in excess of the estimated cost of the 
star mail service in operation on the 3lst of 
last December. The House Committee on Ap- 
propriations gave the matter of transporta- 
tion by star routes a thorough investigation, 
and it is safe to say the amount adopted by the 
House for this sérvice is amply sufficient, un- 
der proper management. The postal officers, 
however, ask the Senate to increase this item 
by the addition of $400,000, and as the star 
route people seem to have more influence in 
the Senate wing of the Capitol than in that of 
the House, it is probable that the committee 
will act favorably and grant the increase de- 
manded. The scandai connected with this 
service should make the Senate act with the 
rreatest caution in passing upon this item of 
the Post Office bill. 

The nomination of Stanley Matthews to be 
Associate Justice of the Supreme Court has 
not yet been reached in the Senate’s Judiciary 
Committee, and there are indications that 
several of the members of the committee intend 
to heur all that can be said, both for and 
against his confirmation, before coming toa 
decision in the matter. It is generally thought 
that Mr. Matthews wil! be confirmed, but not 
until a thorough examination of the case has 
been made. 

The Senate Committee on Privileges and 
Elections continued to-day their investigation 
concerning the manner in which the Chinese 


treaties were given tothe public, and exam- | 
ined the foreman of the Government Printing- | 


office and the subordinate officer who has 
charge of the printing of confidential docu- 
ments of this kind. No information was ob- 
tained from these men which could aid the 
committee in their search.

Charges against Judge E. C. Billings, of |

The 
Judg»’s friends assert that the charges will be 
sasily refuted, and thet they are made in the 
interest of those who hope to get the nomina- 

tion if the Judge should not be confirmed.

THE NEW-YORK MARSHALSHIP, 
JOHN W. JACOBUS NAMED FOR THE PLACE— 

HIS CONFIRMATION NOT PROBABLE, 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 31.—The nomination 
to-day of Mr. John W. Jacobus, to be United 
States Marshal for the Southern District of 
New-York, revives the discussion in regard to 
the Empire State appointments. For some 
time past it has been understood that Mr. 
Jacobus was an applicant for the important 
position named. It was not believed, how- 
ever, that he would receive it, the reason 
being that his opponent was Mr. Sheridan 
Shook. It was argued, very reasonably, that 
if either of these two gentiemen were to be 
appointed, Mr. Shook, who had been mainly 
Instrumental in giving Mr. Jacobus whatever 
prominence in politics he has, ought to be 
favored by the President. As it is, Jacobus 
owes his preferment almost entirely to the in- 
fluence of Gen, McCook, the popular Congress- 
man from the Eighth New-York District. This 
gentleman had some difficulty in being renom- 
inated last Fall. Mr. Jacobus, who, in addi- 


tion to being an Aiderman, controlled the 
Ninth Assembly District in the Eighth Con- 
gressional District, gave the General substan- 
tial aid. These facts being _represent- 
ed to President Hayes, and being also 
assured that Mr. Jacobus was a respectable 
erson, he concluded to oblige his personal 
riend, the Congressman, and make the ap- 
pointment. This much having been accom- 
plished, it now remains for the friends of the 
px-Alderman to secure his confirmation. That 
they will succeed in this is by no means cer- 
tain. The appointment, with that of State 
Senator Forster to be United States Attorney 
for New-York, goes to the Judiciary Commit- 
tee of the Senate. Senator Conkling being 
absent from Washington, it will certainly rest 
there until his return, and, in the opinion of 
those who ought to know what they are talk- 
ing about, it will be bung up in the committee 
md Senate until after the retirement of the 
present Administration. 

It is hardly necessary to say that ex-Alder- 
mean Jacobus wiil be opposed by Senator Conk- 
ling. He has always been inimical to the 
Senator’s interests, and friends of the latter 

e no secret of the fact that he must now 
pufier the consequences. It is believed that the 
United States Senator-elect from New-York, 
Mr. Piatt, who is a friend of the present Mar- 
shal, Mr. Payn, will, in his behalf, if for no 
other reason. aid as far us he can in compelling 
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the new nomination to lapse. Among Senators 
generally, both Democrats and Republicans, 
there is a feeling of opposition to the confirma- 
tion of all the recent »w-York appointments, 
the reason for such ——- being that the 
incoming President should be permitted to 
select his own officers rather than be hampered 
with the appointees of an outgoing Executive, 
who will iar none of the responsibility for 
their acts. It is known here that at least three 
prominent Southern Senators share this view, 
Some of the gentlemen who oppose Mr. 
Jacobus on the ground of his lack of promi- 
nence, and who believe that he is not 
properly qualified to perform the responsible 
duties of Marshal, state that the powerful in- 
fluence of Senator Blaine will, on this account, 
be joined to that of Senator Conkling in seek- 
ing to defeat his confirmation. Should this be 
true, it is likely that all the New-York nomina- 
tions made within the past week or two will 
be allowed to go over, thus leaving with Presi- 
dent Garfield the power, properly his, of se- 
lecting the subordinates for whom he must be 
answerable. 


John W. Jacobus, the nominee for Marshal, | 


is a native of the Ninth Ward of New-York, 
and is 35 years of age. He enlisted in the 
Army as a private when a mere boy, and 
served during the war, coming home a Major. 
In 1877 he was elected a member of the Board 
of Aldermen on the Republican ticket, and 
represented his district in that body three suc- 
cessive terms. He is engaged in the cartage 
business.

A PROGRAMME LAID OUT BY THE DEMO- 

CRATIC SENATORIAL CAUCUS, 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 31.—Upon the ad- 
journment of the Senate this afternoon, the 
Democratic Senators assembled in caucus for 
the purpose of determining whicb course 
should be pursued in regard to making 
arrangements for the count of the 
Electoral votes next week. Aft:r some 
discussion it was unanimously decided, 
first, that the dominant majority in the 


Senate will not consent to the establishment of | 


the precedent proposed by the Ingalls resolu- 
tion, or of any similar regulations de- 
viating from the long-established prac- 
tice of counting the Electoral vote in 
joint convention of the two _ branches 
of Congress in the Hall of the House of Rep- 
resentatives. Second—That the resolution 
now on the table of the Senate, declar- 
ing that the Vice-President has no con- 
stitutional authority to count the Elec- 
toral votes, shall be called up at an

Third, that 
the select committee on this subject shall re- 
port, and the majority in the Senate pass, 
as soon as practicable, (as a_ substitute 
for the Ingalls resolution,) a  concur- 
rent resolution providing in substance 
that the two houses shall assemble in the 
Hall of the House of Representatives on the 
9th proximo; that lists of the Electoral votes 
shall be made by two or more tel- 
lers on the part of the House

THE INAUGURAL CEREMONIES. 
ELABORATE PREPARATIONS FOR THE GRAND 
PARADE AND BALL. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 31.—With the excep- 
tion of about $5,000, which was to be expended 
for fire-works, the money necessary for carry- 
ing out the plans of the inaugural Committee 
has all been subscribed. From 
ceived by the committee, the Inaugural ball 
promises to bea grand success, and every ef- 
fortis being set forth to make it the most 
elaborate affair of the kind in the history of 
the country. 
which the ball is to be given, isa building of 
one room, but little less in size than the nation- 
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eligible as Directors of the same national bank;

The 
total amount of 5 per cent. bonds outstanding 
is, in round numbers, $470,000,000, and of this 
amount about $314,000,000 are registered bonds. 
The semi-annual interest on the 3.65 bonds of 
the District of Columbia is also due and paya- 
ble to-morrow, the amount required being 
$2,447,000. The amount to be disbursed to- 
morrow for interest on these two loans will 
exceed $8,000,000. 

The bill introduced in the House to-day by 
Mr. Dwight, of New-York, for the benefit of 
employes of the railway mail'service provides 
that any employe-who shall be disabled while 
in the discharge of his duties shall receive a 
weekly compensation equal to three-fourths of 
his salary during the continuance of his disa- 
bility, provided it shall not be for a longer 
period than two years, and in case of the deati: 
of an employe from injuries received while in 
the discharge of his duties his heirs shail be en- 
titled to a sum egual to two years of his fuli 
pay, provided applicetion for the same 1s made 
within one year subsequent to his decease. The 
provisions of the bill are also made applicable 
to those employes who were killed in the rail- 
way accident, Jan. 23, at Tioga Centre, N. Y. 

Secretary Schurz has furnished a statement 
in reply to those of Senator Dawes and Mr. 
Walter Allen regarding the proceedings of the 
Ponca Committee. He affirms that the pub- 
lished report of the proceedings, while not 
full, contained all the essential features, 
in every particular. He 
says: ‘‘The real trouble these. gentlemen 
have is that at last the true facts with 
regard to the condition and wishes of the Pon- 
cas in the Indian Territory are coming out, 
and they knw that nobody will be permitted 
any longer to cover them up or to misrepresent 
them, which those who have attempted to do 
so will soon discover.’’? In conclusion he re-

A FATAL FIGHT OVER CARDS. 
BUFFALO, Jan. 31.—Charles Ryan, 24 years 
old, and James Caffrey. while intoxicated Satur- 
day evening, became involved in a quarrel over a 
game of cards at their boarding-house. They came 
to blows, the latter receiving a cut on the fore- 
head. They were separated by a servant girl. 
Caifrey staggered up stairs to the wash-room, and 
one of the boarders went for some sticking-plaster. 
During his absence a seuffling noise was heard on 
the floor above. Ina few seconds there came the 
sound of a heavy body falling down the back 
stairs. The people present ran up the front way 
and met Ryan, who, in reply to their questions, said, 
*“T've done it.” He admitted having thrown Caffrey 
down the stairs and remarked: “Jf I thought 
Caffrey would die I would go up stairs and shoot 
myself.” To one of the boarders who tried to catch 
hold of him he said he would shoot him if he came 
any nearer. The surgeon summoned found a frac- 
ture of the skull, extending from the lIcft temple 
across the head. The injured man was removed to 
the hospital, and died this morning without recov- 
ering consciousness, Very little is known of him. 
Ife was unmarried, and appears to have been a sort 
of tramp. He was a native of Lancashire, England, 
and had worked on the railroads in Canada. His 
weakness was strong drink. Ryan was a native of 
Limerick, Ireland, unmarried, and believes his 
parents are in New-York.

THREATENED MONOPOLY 


ASKING AID TO PREVENT THE 
TELEGRAPH COMBINATION. 


THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL CALLED UPON TO 
INTERFERE—THE PETITION AND ITS 
SIGNERS—A VERIFIED COMPLAINT WANT- 
ED AND CAREFUL ATTENTION PROMISED. 


Arpany, Jan. 31.—The petition sent to 


the Attorney-General from New-York, con- 
taining the request that he shall interven6 
by action to prevent the consolidation of the 
telegraph companies, is as follows; 

The Hon Hamilton Ward, Attorney-General: 

We, the undersigned merchants of the City of 
New-York, do most earnestly request that you will 
take such measures as will prevent the threatened 
consolidation of the telegraph companies, and the 
consequent destruction of competition and 

| erection of a monopoly of the most gi- 
gantic character. The business of the country 
is now done almost entirely by telegraph. 
Anything which adds to the cost of telegraphing is 
a burden upon trade. We are advised that the 
threatened consolidation can be prevented in an 
action brought by you in behalf of the people of the 
State upon the ground that it is a conspiracy to do 
an act injurious to trade. and also upon the ground 
that it is beyond the power of the companies so to 
consolidate. The payment of dividends on $8v,- 
000,000, which is the sum to which the capital 
of the Western Union Telegraph Company is to be 
incrensed, will require $3,000,000 per annum to be 
paid by the people of the United States for tele- 
graphing, iu addition to what is now paid, and 
this upon the assumption that business will not in- 
crease. This tax of $3,000,000, we are advised, 1s 
illegal, and we ask your assistance, as a public offi- 
cer, to prevent its imposition.

BEGINNING THE WEEK’S WORK. 


INVESTIGATING THE ASSEMBLY CHAMBER— 
THE TAX ON BANK CAPITAL. 

ALBANY, Jan. 31.—Most of the time to- 
night was consumed by the Assembly ‘in a 
discussion of Dr. Hayes’s resolution calling 
upon the Capitol Commissioners to erect an- 
other chamber for the use of the Assembly in 
the yet unfinished part of the building, and to 
turn the present chamber over to the 
State Library, or to some other use 
than the one for which it was 
built. Dr. Hayes made a long and 
interesting speech in support of his resolution, 
in the course of which he praised the work of 
the architect as a wonderful conception, credit- 
ably wrought out by the Superintendent, but 


claimed that use had been sacrificed to beauty. 
Mr. Brennan moved to amend the reso- 
lution so that the matter should be 
turned over to a special committee of seven 
members, to inquire and report. Mr. Draper, 
of Albany, endeavored to amend still further, 
to see if changes could not be made in the 
present chamber to render it satisfactory, but 
this amendment was voted down and Mr. 
Brennan’s was put to vote. Col. Murphy 
raised the point of order on the vote for Bren- 
nan’s amendment that, as 55 members 
only were counted for it and 1 against 
it, there was not a quorum voting. The 
Speaker ordered another vote, and 63 members 
voted yea. Still there was not a quorum vot- 
ing. Col. Murphy was about to rise. ‘‘ How 
does the gentleman, Mr. Murphy, vote?’ 
asked the Speaker. ‘‘I vote no.”? *‘‘ And the 
Chair votes no, making 63 in the affirmative 
and 2 in the negative, and, a quorum having 
voted, the resolution is adopted.” There was 
a laugh at Col. Murphy’s expense. 

Among the bills introduced was one by Mr. 
Draper, of Albany, providing that no tax 
shall be assessed on the capital of banks, bank- 
ing associations, or trust companies in this 

| State, but that shares of all banks shall be in- 
cluded in the valuation of personal property 
of owners or holders of suchshares. Real estate 
of banks is to be subject to assessment and 
taxation in the same manner as other real 
estate, but in the assessment a ratable allow- 
ance or deduction shall be made from the value 
of such shares for the valuation of such real 
estate. It repeals chapter 596 of the Laws of 
1880 so far as it relates to banks. The bill 
was sent to tho Joint Committee on Assess- 
ment and Taxation,

GOING FROM AND TO ALBANY. 

THE GOVERNOR’S ALLEGED TRIP TO MENTOR 
—SENATOR. | CONKLING TO ARGUE THE 
BELDEN CASE. 

Augany, Jan. 31.—Gov. Cornell was in 
the Executive office in the old Capitol at 2 
o’clock on Friday last, and in the evening at- 
tended a party, which he left early, informing 
a friend that he had to “ catch a train.” He 
was again in his office this morning at 10 
o’clock, and bore no signs of fatigue, although 
the reportreached this city from New-York that 
he had been to Mentor. When asked if the re- 


port was true, the Governor answered that he 
was out of town, and only laughed at the di- 
rect question whether he had been to Mentor. 
Among the early visitors to the Governor were 
Justice Jacob M. Patterson and Marshal Louis 
F. Payn, who came up late Sunday night. 
They do not deny that the Governor made the 
reported visit, but they are very reticent as to 
its object. : 

Senator Roscoe Conkling arrived here to- 
nicht at 11 o’clock, and was met at the station 
by Gov. Cornell, who took him to the Execu- 
tive Mansion, in Eagle-street. Senator Conk- 
ling will be the Governor’s guest only for a 
short time. To-morrow morning Attorney- 
General Ward will call for him, and 
he will go to the Court of Appeals 
to make an argument for the State against 
Belden, Dennison & Co.’s counter-claim, the 
whole amount in suit being about $105,000. 
The suit was brought to recover the 15 per 
cent. withheld by the State to insure per- 
formance of contracts. Judge West- 
brook, who decided} against the claim- 
ants in Special Term in May last, held 
that a judgment could not be recovered 
against a sovereign State, An appeal taken 
to the General Term was decided for the de- 
fendants, at Saratoga, in August. Belden, 
Dennison & Co. carried the case up to the 
Court of Appeals, Attorney-General Ward 
asked Senator Conkling to argue the case on 
eppeal for the State, and he consented, and 
to-day made the trip from Washington direct 
to Albany, in order to be ready for the case 
when it is reached to-morrow. The Senator 
took a sleigh ride on the road before going to 
Gov. Cornell’s home.

BALTIMORE BUSINESS CLAIMS.

ATTENTION OF MERCHANTS CALLED TO A 


LAGGING TRADE, AND ITS CAUSES. 
BALTIMORE, Jan. 31.—In the annual report 


of Mr. J. I. Middleton, President of the Baltimore 
Corn and Flour Exchange, presented at a meeting 
of the Exchange to-day, are contained some very 
plain facts about the trade of Baltimore, as well as 
some very strong expressions of opinion regarding 
the recent trouble with the Baltimore and Ohio 


Railroad upon the question of elevatorrates. The 
sentiments upon the latter matter were received 
with great applause on ’Change, and were evi- 
dently approved by all on the floor. In his report 
Mr. Middleton, after speaking of the general pros- 
perity throughout the country, continues: 

“For us in Baltimore, the past year may teacha 
wholesome lesson, and if we fearlessly look at facts, 
it is hoped that we may profit by their teachings, 
We are still, it is true, second to New-York in the 
volume of our grain receipts and exports, but we 
have lost absolutely, as compared with last year. 
while New-York has gained. Phiiadelphia has heid 
her own, and Boston and New-Orleans have largely 
added to the business of 1879. For the first time 
for many years we have lagged behind in the race 
with our sister cities of the Fast for the control of 
the Western grain trade, and while the loss in our 
gross receipts of ail grains does not exceed 9 per 
cent. on the aggregate of our receipts for 1879, still 
it must be confessed that in the one item of corn, 
the decline has been marked. Many causes have 
probably conspired to bring about this result, and 
while none of them are, in our opinion, difficult to 
overcome, it hehooves us, one and all, to search 
for and int out what causes heve brought 
about this, as we hope, temporary decline 
in the rank previously held by us. as 
the leading corn market of the East. It will not do 
to rely upon our natural and artificial advantages 
and lull ourselves into a false security waiting for 
the trade to come back tous. Our corn trade was 
the result of the energy, skill, and enterprise of our 
merchants, which made a provincial market the 
successful rival of New-York, and nothing but skiil, 
betty and enterprise, wel) and intelligently di- 
rected, can restore to us the prize which seems 
now well nigh lost.” 

Regarding the grain trade he says: ‘‘We hear a 
great deal of the geographical advantages we en- 
joy asone of the termini of at least two of the 
trunk lines. Do we,in point of fact, derive our 
popes, advantages from our position on the shore 
ine, where land and water transportation meet, 
and is not the 3 cents per 100 pounds difference in 
the freight on grain in our favor as compared with 
Now-York more than neutralized by the prac- 
tically free delivery to all parts of the port of New- 
York customary in that City? The experience of 
the trade is that the delivery of grain in barges 
by the railroads, at their expense and their 
risk, practically equalizes freight rates to New- 
York with those of competing cities which do not 
give this free delivery, and thus concentrates the 
through business in New-York. while the same free 
barge delivery warehouses on tide-water practically 
extends the storage accommodation to the whole 
water front of that favored port. Our flour trade 
has not kept pace with the growth of our grain 
trade, as there has been absolutely no increase 
since 187% ‘While our receipts of oats, rye, 
and barley do not materially vary from 
year to year, we export scarcely any 
of these important crops, and while from New- 
York there is an active movement always of these 
articles as well as of oil-cake, the various forms of 
the hog and dairy products of our country. and, 
in fact. of all the fruits of the varied industries of 
our fields, our mines, and our manufactories, at- 
tention is with us paid to none of these diversified 
commodities which go to swell the general car- 
goes from our leading sea-ports.” In the 
report, in urging the need of a Committee 
on Trade and Transportation to look after 
freight discriminations, the President seys: 
“'The establishment of sucha Board of Review, 
composed of our best and most intelligent mate- 
rial, would, in the judgment of many, be the most 
effectual safeguard againsta repetition of the at- 
tempted advance in the elevator charges on 
wheat of which the trade was lest Autumn notified 
by the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad management. 
for it is not regarded as probable that the railroad 
authorities could or would have disregarded the 
array of facts and figures directly bearing on the sub- 
ject to which such a committee would have directed 
their attention, and thus the blow would have been 
averted, disastrous alike to the receiving and ship- 
ping interests, as well as directly injurious, we 
maintain, to the railroad interests of our port.” 


LARGE FIRE IN PHILADELPHIA,

BETH-EDEN BAPTIST CHURCH AND HORTICUL- 
TURAL HALL DESTROYED. 

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 31.—At 4:35 A. M. a 
fire broke out on the south side of Beth-Eden 
Baptist Church, at the north-west corner of Eroad 
and Spruce streets. Three alarms of fire were 
sounded, but before all the engines arrived the 
flames communicated to the Horticultural Hall, 
which is separated from the church by an alley 
12 feet wide. Both buildings were soon completely 
wrapped in flames, and the southerly wind 
communicated the fire to the houses in 
Spruce-street. The first of these to take 
fire was that of Edward Maule, No. 1,409, 
adjoining the church. ‘The back building was 
destroyed and the front was deluged with water, 
causing a loss of $10,000. No. 1,411. occupied as a 
boarding-house by Miss Mary E. Simmons, was 
badly damaged by water. 
1.402, owned and occupied by Thomas 8S. Fernon, 
was ruined, causing a loss of $15,000. Nos. 1,404 
and 1.406, occupied seupeeeves: by Mrs. Shaw 
and Mrs. Gilmore, were badly damaged by water. 
Before 6 o’clock the interiors of both Horticultural 
Hall and the church were in ruins, and a portion 
of the walls of the latter had fallen. It was not 
until 9:45 A. M. that the flames were under control. 

Beth-Eden Baptist Church wasa Gothic structure, 
formed mostly of green-stone, trimmed with red 
sandstone and marble, and had cost so far $186,- 
779 47. The organ cost $7,5 The insurances on 
the church are as follows: On building—insurance 
Company of North America and Delaware Mutual 
Safety, $10,000 each; Pennsylvania and Franklin, 
$5,000 each. On the furniture of the church—Lum- 
berman, $3,000. On organ—Insurance Company of 
North America, $7,000; total, $40,000. Horticultu- 
ral Hall was sold at public sale last Summer for 
$72,300. It isinsured for $20,000in the following 
companies: German, of Baltimore; the Eowery, of 
New-York; the People’s, of Trenton; the Western, 
of Toronto, and another ee, not known, 
$5,000 each: the Pacific. of New-York, and the 
Millville, of New-Jersey, $2,500 each.

pointments to Mr. Tyner. Outside of these 
influences Mr. Tyner has nostrength. He hes 
heid office coniinuocsly for many years, and

4. This feeling is not confined to Indiana, but 
is shared by many persoms here who ar 
famfier with the methods by which 
the administration of the Fost Oflive 
Depertment has been conducted under 
Messrs. Tyner and Brady.

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SHERMAN ON REFUNDING

HIS STATEMENTS TO THE SENATE 
FINANCE COMMITTEE. 

HE EXPRESSES THE OPINION THAT A 3 PER 
CENT. LOAN CANNOT BE PLACED—THE 
RATE OF INTEREST IN FOREIGN COUN- 
TRIES CITED—AMENDMENTS PROPOSED 
TO THE HOUSE BILL. 

WasHINGTON, Jan. 31.—The statements 
made by Secretary Sherman before the Senate 
Finance Committee last week in regard to the 
House Funding bill have been printed for the use 
of the committee, and were this evening made pub- 
lic. The Secretary began his remarks by saying: 

“My attention has been called chiefly to three 
pointsin the bill: first, as tothe rate of interest 
proposed; second, as to the appropriation for the 
expenses of preparing and disposing of the bonds, 
and, third, as: to the policy of the fifth 
section. Minor amendments suggest themselves, 
as, for instance, that a 5-20 bond would probably be 
netter for some reasons, and I will also add that 
the denominations of the certificates should be 
Increased,, so that they will be not less 
than $10 ‘and multiples of that sum. 
The great body of these would be in 
smaller denominations, but it would be often con- 
venient, as the basis of call loans, to 
have denominations of $100, $500, and $1,000, 
and perhaps higher denominations, and there 
could be no _ objection to their use. 
The word ‘certificates’ does not convey the exact 
idea of the notes provided for, but the term “‘ Treas- 
ury notes’ is more in conformity with the laws 
of the United States heretofore providing for 
short loans. As to the rate of interest pro- 
posed, I can only say that I do not believe 
the loan proposed can be negotiated at 3 per cent, 
interest. I donot say that it cannot be, but that 
is my opinion, based mainly upon the fact 
that our bonds now in the market are 


sold at prices which yield more than 3 
per cent. to the holders, showing that the 
borrowing power of the Government is not so low 
as 3 per cent., and that no Government has ever 
yet sold its bonds bearing 3 per cent. interest 
at par. Whenever bonds bearing that rate 
of interest have been offered they have 
been sold .at enough less than par to produce to 
the investor about 344 per cent. interest 
as a minimum. To ascertain this fact 
the Treasury Department obtained from 
several foreign Goyernments the rates at 
which their loans had been disposed of, and I have 
tables based upon this information, some ot 
the most important of which I will furnish 
to the committee. The first one, in refer- 
ence to Great Britain, shows only transactions 
in recent unfunded loans. It will be observed that 
all the Exchequer bills mentioned in the statement 
bear rate of interest from 2 to 34 percent., run fora 
short time, and were issued when the money mar- 
ket was easy, andthey areinthenature of money. 
The aggregate amount, about $15,000,000, would be 
available for current uses, and the loans could not 
have been extended to any large sum at such rates. 
A full statement of the bonded loans of that 
country may be found on page 110, finance report 
for 1879. The market rate of 3 per cent. interest 
has practically never existed in England, as 
will be seen from the following paragraph 
from the London Zconoemist of Nov. 6, 1880: 
* * * ‘The table in regard to France 
embraces all the loansof the country from 1816 
to 1880. I haye no information of any loan in 
France since the popular loan from 1870 to 1872, 
which was taken by public subscription. It 
will be noticed that in 1863 the 
French 8 per cents were sold by public subscription 
at 66.30. In 1868 the same class of securities was 
sold by public subscription at 69.25, In 
1870 the 3 per cents were sold by pub- 
lic subscription at 60.60. The 5 per cents 
in 1871, immediately after the Prussian war, were 
sold at 82.50 in very large sums, and in 
1872 at 84.50. The interest on the French 
securities at the present market rates 
would yield the investor about 444 per cent. 
In regard to the German loans, here is a table 
which shows the bonds negotiated by Germany in 
1878, 1879. and 1880. These are all 4 per cent. 
donds. They sold from 96 to 10034. The average 
rate of interest to the purchaser was 4 18-100.” 

After presenting the tables referred to he con- 
tinued: “In regard to the rates in this country, 
here is a table which is cut from a public docu- 
ment, showing the rates at which the 
United States loans were placed upon the 
market, with the calculated rates of interest 
realized to investors at definite periods from 1796 
to 1861. The loans since that time we could 
not compare very well, because they were soid 
for paper money at a discount, but, if desired, 
we can give you the rates realized to in- 
vestors. The lowest point which interest 
ever reached in this country prior to 1879, say. was 
in 1824 and along there, when they were refunding 
# portion of the old revolutionary stock. From 
1821 to 1824 they sold 5 per cents. at a premium of 
51-10 to 8,and 4s in sums of about $5,000,000 
® year at par.”? The Secretary here presented 
yeveral tables showing the rates on _ call 
loans and commercial paper in New-York 

nd the average rate of discount in the 
sank of England for each year since 1873, and 

roceeded as follows: ‘‘{ wish to say that I have 
10 doubt a portion of the Treasury notes, 
especially . those which run a short time, 
pan be sold as low as 3 er 
cent., and, therefore, I suggest, in addition 
tothe amendments to the bill noted here, that if 
it should adopt the rate of 344 for the certificates 
or notes, it might be made ‘‘not to exceed 314.” 
because I have no doubt that a short loan might 
be made at _3 per cent. or possibly less, 
judging from the English experience. They sold 
24 per cent. short time notes, similar to those pro- 
vided by this bill, at par, ata time when money was 
lying idle. Investment in these short time obligations 
was like haying money oncall. They did sell these 
2l¢ per cent. notes at par, but they were either for 
three or six months, but I am inclined to think we 
could sell one-year Treasury notes, especially 
if our surplus revenue makes it a certainty they 
will be redeemed at maturity. I should think there 
might be a time when they would sell with a lower 
rate than 8 per cent.” 

Senator YVoorhees—I wish to ask a question 
for information, Mr. Secretary. Why would a 
short investment be preferable to a long one? 
Why can we secure an investment for a short time 
in these Treasury notes at a less rate of interest 
than for a long run? 

Mr. Sherman—The reason is that a call loan 
realizes always the lowest rate of interest, because 
the creditor can take all the advantages of the 
market. If there isa small rise, he makes his call 
and gets a larger rate of interest. 

Senator Ferry—In that connection I see your sur- 
plus of 1880 is $65,000,000 ? 

Mr. Sherman—Yes; I suppose you have the table. 

Mr. Ferry—And your sinking funda of 1880 is 
$40,000,000 ? 

Mr. Sherman—tThat is part of the $65,000,000. 

Mr. Ferry—I mean your requirement is $40,000,- 
000. You have provided more than that because it 
hasbeen done before. With your surplus of some 


$60,000,000, could you not place at least $200,000,000 


very readily? Your sinking fund would require in 
live years $200,000,000. 

Mr. Sherman—I have no doubt we can sell 
some notes. I have been quitein favor of trying 
these short-time Treasury notes. I recommend 
them in a report. 

Mr. Wallace—Does the bill contain any provision 
iby which these may be held by banks as a part of 
‘the surplus? 

Mr. Sherman—They are held like bills discounted. 

Mr. Wallace—Could they be held as greenbacks ? 

Mr. Sherman—No, Sir; they ought to be held 
gniy like any other short loan. 

Mr. Kernan—Would they circulate? 

Mr. Sherman—For afew days any 4 might circu- 
pote. but not much. They would be held like a call 

oan. 

Mr. Voorhees—You say the Treasury notes will 
not go a great deal into circulation? 

Mr. Sherman—I do not think they will to any 
reat extent. They might for a little while, when 
he coupons are just cut off. After that every man 

‘will hold them in preference to currency, because 


they are a little better than currency, as they 
‘would draw interest. 

Mr. Morrill—What do you think about having 
any surplus, in the face of the statement of Com- 
missioner of Pensions Bentley that the Arrears of 
Pensions act is going to cost $521,000,000? 

Mr. Sherman—I take it Congress will manage 
that matter. I want to say as a fact that we have 
nlready paid out all of the money appropriated for 
the fiscal year for pensions; I bave stated it, 
and I state it to you now, It is a ques- 
tion seriously to consider that there is 
an estimate before you of $19,000,000 de- 
ficiency for pensions. We have already paid 
the entire annual appropriation. That cuts $19,- 
000,000 off of the $50,000,000 surplus we were to 
have this year according tothe Treasury estimates 
submitted in my annual report. 

The Secretary at this point submitted another 
table. showing the net value of a 3 per 
cent. bond, with interest reinvested semi- 
annually, to run various terms from one 
year to fifty, in comparison with the present net 
prices, redeemable in 1907, realizing to investors'3i4 


per cent. per annum. This table, he sald, would show 
that a bond placed below the normal rate gradually 
runs down in yalue according to its duration. 
He continued: ‘‘Then again, if you issue 
a 38 per cent. bond you would have to 
abandon =_ the established policy of this 
country, @vhich has always been to maintain 
its bonds at par. Ever since the scheme of Hamil 
ton it has been the policy of the Government 
to maintain its bonds at par. and not adopt the 
English system to sell bonds bearing a fixed 
rate of interest at any price they would 
bring. Oo igrens has always tenaciously held 
to the idea that the securities of the 
United States should be of such a character 
as would bring par. If, then, 344 percent. is the 
normal minimum rate of interest, the issue of 
bonds that would be continued below par 
would a departure from that policy, and 
besides that, it would impair the fund for the se- 
curity of the noteholders in the banking system, 
and would compel the Controller of the Currency, 
85 soon as this deficiency appeared, to require the 
difference to be made good hooey nds.*” 

Mr. Voorhees—If you are throwing a loan upon 
the monty markets ot the world, do you say the 
ae bond would be most valuable? Could you sell 
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rt bonds in larger amount ? 
Mr. rman—A bond payable in one year, I 
Fatok. srould = sola at a better rate to a certain 


a amount? 


bonds on the market. You can put them 
on the market only to the extent of the 
demand for them for convenient use, 
in the nature of call loans. Last Fall we could 
have sold alarge amount of such bonds, for the 
reason that gold was pouring into the country, and 
holders could realize hardly mes ipen 7 | from it. 
Wecould have paid for this gold with great ad- 
Treasury notes, 
have been used in the 
nature of — currency, and could have 
used the gold in the redemption of higher 
rate securities of the United States." Con- 
tinuing, Mr. Sherman declared himself in 
favor of a 5.20 bond, because that would not 
deprive the United States of the right 
of redemption after five years, and would give an 
appearance of permanency; beside, it would be a 
bond, the title to which the people have become 
accustomed f 

Mr. Beck here rematked that $250,000,000 of 444 
per cent. bonds matured in 1891. 

Mr. Sherman—Yes, that is important. We can- 
not, with the sinking fund, pay off all these 
bonds in 10 years. I think we shall have to re- 
serve the right to let some of themrun 20 years. 
It does us no harm, because we can pay them at 
the end of five yearsif we have asurplus. If you 
make this a 5-10 bond the loan would mature 
and have to be paid at the very time the 444 per 
cents mature, and we might get ourselyes intoa 
corner, * * * 

In response to a_ question from Senator 
Beck, whether the House bill should not 
be amended so as to authorize the new 
bonds to be called on one month's notice 
instead of 90 days, the Secretary announced him- 
self in favor of such an amendment. In regard to 
the House provision limiting the expense of issuing 
the bonds to one-quarter of 1 per cent., Secretary 
Sherman asserted that no other Goverment in the 
world hgs ever sold its securities at an expense 
of less than 1 per. cent., and remarked: 
“To commence we must have a half, for the reason 
that you cannot purchase paper and make orders 
for engraving and printing for less,’ but at the 
end he thought we might save. Secretary Sherman 
then referred the committee to the Controller of 
the Currency (who was heard the next day) for a 
full statement of the department’s objections to 
the fifth section of the bill, but remarked 
that he thought the House had fallen into a great 
error. If Congress should pass the bill in its 
present shape it would practically prohibit the in- 
crease of bank notes at times when they are 
greatly in demand, and it would stop the retire- 
ment of such notes at times when they are redund- 
ant. There could be no elasticity in the circulation 
under the provisions of the fifth section of the 
House bill. 

Mr. Beck here inquired if the practical effect of 
the present system was not such that the banks are 
retiring at one time and reissuing at an- 
other, until there are instances where 
a bank has _ had out at one time 
over $800,000 of circulation. when the maximum 
allowed by law was only $450,000; that they have 
doubled up the circulation under this mode of re- 
tiring and made the @nited States pay each time 
for the new notes they took out? 

Mr. Knox—I can explain that. 

Mr. Sherman—Allow Mr. Knox to explain that. 
The reasons why section 4 ought not to 
pass I think Mr. Knox will state 
much more fully than I can, because 
it is full of detail. In connection with our réefund- 
ing operations, I believe it would be a restraint to 
have any provision of that kind. 

Mr. Wallace—It would have the effect to con- 
tract the cnrrency? 

Mr. Sherman—I think {t wonld have the imme- 
diate effect to contract the cir excy and to prevent 
its increase. . 

The committee at this point adjourned.

THE TELEGRAPH PROBLEM. 


—__—__-— 

A BILL LOOKING TO THE PURCHASE BY 
THE GOVERNMENT OF EXISTING LINES, 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 31.—Mr. Springer, of 

Illinois, introduced in the House to-day a bill to 

provide for the appraisement of telegraph lines 

owned and operated by companies acting under 
the provisions of the act of Congress passed in 

July, 1866, entitled ‘‘An act to aid in the construc- 

tion of teiegraph lines, and to secure to the Gov- 

ernment the use of the same for postal, military, 
and other purposes,” and to procure information 
concerning postal telegraphs in other countries. 

The first section provides for the appointment of a 

Board of Appraisers under the act mentioned con- 

sisting of five persons, two appointed by the Post- 

master-General, two by the company interested, 


and one by the four previously selected, who are 
authorized to ascertain the actual cash value of 
all the plant, property, and _= effects of 
the company interested. including the value 
and character of ail leases, choses in action, 
contracts, and franchises, and also the receipts of 
such company from ail sources, operating expenses, 
rates charged for transmitting messages, royalty 
paid to inventors, and all other facts necessary toa 
thorough knowledge of the subject. The apprais- 
ers for each company shall meet in the City of 
New-York within one month after the passage of 
this act, take an oath for the faithful performance 
of their duties, appoint a clerk, experts, &c.. and 
are required to keep a record of their proceedings, 
preserve all evidence taken, have the power and 
are required to examine the books, contracts, ab- 
stracts of title, leases, and all papers deemed by 
said appraisers necessary, in order to enable them 
to ascertain and report the true and actual 
cash value of all the plant, property, and 
effects of such company. The reports” are 
to be forwarded to the Postmaster-General 
by the Ist of September, and by him printed and 
transmitted to Congress at its next December ses- 
sion. The President of the United States is au- 
thorized and directed to address circular letters to 
diplomatic and consular officers of the United 
States residing in Governments having adopted 
postal telegraph systems, requesting them to re- 
port upon the workings of such systems in the 
Governments to which they are accredited, 
and furnish all required information on 
the subject, which reports — shall 
be printed and transmitted to Congress 
at its next December session. Tae Dill was 
read twice, ordered to be printed, and_ re- 
ferred to the Committee gn Post Offices and Post 
Roads. The bill is drafted in accordance with the 
act mentioned in its title. By the provisions of 
that act the telegraph companies are required to 
accept from the United States the amount of the 
appraised value of their property, and ail three of 
the companies now prominently before the public 
have each filed its acceptance of this provision of 
the law, and agreed itself to accept the amount of 
its appraised value when the same is tendered by 
the United States.

The Mark-Lane Express, in its review of the 
British grain trade during the past week, says: “A 
wholesome check to the too rapid Winter growth 
has materially improved harvest prospects both 
here and on the Continent. The demand for 


breadstuffs, which was heightened by the severity 
of the weather, has been met by existing stocks 
without difficulty. The trade is totally unimproved. 
Spot prices have been maintained in London and 
the provinces in consequence of the smallness of 
supplies, but the trade was limited to such an ex- 
tent that the position was wholly lost. The pros- 
pective foreign supply has overruled other consid- 
erations. Buyers, therefore, are masters of the 
situation. Foreign breadstuffs have been dull 
and mechanically restricted. Off-coast busi- 
ness in the early part of the week was 
impossible, and since the thawithas been very 
limited. Buyers were awaiting eupplios already on 
the way. Speculation in London has been defunct 
for all descriptions. For foreign grain there was 
only a consumptive demand. The markeis closed 
on Friday totally unchanged. Barley has been 
without animation throughout the week. Prices, 
however, were generally in tavor of sellers. For- 
eign barley was firm, but slow. Oats continue in 
favor of sellers, and the advance is main- 
tained. Foreign oats were also in favor of 
sellers. Maize has been in favor of sel- 
lers. American was quoted on Friday at 
2ts. 9d. to 27s. The crop of Eastern Europe is known 
to be large, but old or new American compares 
favorably therewith. The sales of English wheat 
during the week were 34,294 quarters at 42s. 6d., 
against 34,852 quarters at 45s. 3d. during the cor- 
responding week last year. The imports into the 
United Kingdom during the week ended Jan. 22, 
were 853,160 hundred-weight of wheat and 286,-

Che Hewm-Bork Crimes, Cuesoay, 


FORGERIES AND FLIGHT

REPORTS AGAINST JOHN A. SWEZEY 
INVOLVING $75,000. 

NOTES OF WELL-KNOWN FIRMS SAID TO 
HAVE BEEN PREPARED AND NEGOTI- 
ATED WITH HIS FIRM’S INDORSEMENT— 
INNOCENCE OF HIS PARTNER, MR. DART. 

The dry goods trade was startled yesterday 
by a report that Mr. John A. Swezey, the senior 
partner of the dry goods commission house of 

Swezey & Dart, at No. 84 Leonard-street, had com- 

mitted forgeries to the amount of $75,000, and had 

fled to Canada. Some doubt was expressed of the 
truth of the story until Bradstreet’s Agency issued 
the following report: ‘Swezey & Dart, commis- 

sion dry goods jobbers, have been attached by O. 

M. Bogart & Co. for $62,000, and the Sheriff is in 

possession; have been issuing paper with names 

of well-known firmson. These have been declared 
forgeries. Messrs. Bogart & Co. have attached to 
protect themselyes as far as possible, as they will 
be held for paper they used. Swezey is away, and 


may have gone to Canada. Dart is here. He 
knows nothing about it, having been constantly on 
the road.” As soon as news of the attachment was 
obtained, his other creditors at once got out writs 
of attachment; Oliver W. Buckingham & Co. for 
$2,481 30 and Oscar H, Sampson & Co. for $6,000. 
They come in after Bogart & Co. Deputy Sheriffs 
Reynolds and Maxwell were in possession yester- 
day, and they found considerable stock on hand, 
worth probably $20,000, with some goods outside. 
As near as can be ascertained, the forgeries 
have been committed at intervals for some 
time past, and were found out by a 
mere accident, as Mr. Gwerey had protected 
the notes before maturity. It is alleged that he 
made notes, using the names of well-known West- 
ern firms, indorsed them with the firm name of 
Swezey & Dart, and sold them through brokers, 
principally through O. M. Bogart & Co., to various 

ankers in this City. The notes found a ready sale 
on account of the names representing firms of great 
repute. Swezey & Dart were looked upon as doing 
a snug, comfortable business, but it was often won- 
dered how they could get hold of such good paper, 
as it was understood that some of the firms never 
gave paper for merchandise. However, this was 
accounted for by the presumption that the firms 
gave the notes to oblige Swezey & Dart, as the 
were known to have a small capital to handle suc 
alarge account as that of the Warner warps, of 
which they were the agents, and that these firms 
made an exception in their favor. In all cases 
Swezey protected these notes before they became 
dune by raising the funds to meet them by issuing 
other notes of a similar nature. 

There are two stories concerning the manner in 
which the forgeries become known. One is that a 

rominent Worth-street merchant, who is also a 
Jirector in a large bank, heard that a piece of pa- 
per, evidently made by a well-known Western firm, 
and indorsed by Swezey & Dart, was in the 
bank. The bank sent a notice to the firm in 
the West, according to custom, two weeks 
before the maturity of the note, that it 
held the note. Before receiving a reply 
the note was taken up by Swezey. Subsequently 
word was received by the bank-that the firm had 
no such note out, and that if the bank held one it 
must be aforgery. The Worth-street merchant, 
being an occasional purchaser of commercial pa- 
per, was desirous of knowing whether Swezey & 
Dart or the junior partner of the Western firm 
was not making use of accommodation paper in 
this way. A thorough investigation brought the 
forgeries to the surface. The other story is thata 
firm in this City selling goods to a Western house 
asked that house to oblige them with a note, The 
house said it never gave a note for merchandise, 
and could not make any exception to the 
rule. The house was reminded that it had 
given a note to Swezey & Dart, as_ the 
applicant had seen it for sale in a broker’s 
office, the amount being $2,000. The Western 
house replied that there must be some mistake, as 
it had no such note out. The brokers were in- 
formed of this, and they sent for Mr. Swezey on 
Friday to explain the matter; but Mr. Swezey never 
made his appearance. and has not since been seen. 
Possibly both stories are correct. 

Swezey & Dart had a very good reputation as a 
firm. Bradstreet’s reports say they began business 
in 1874, have done well, and made money. Their 
principal account is the ‘ Peerless”, warp, manu- 
factured by Warner & Co. Mr. Swezey on Dec. 29 
stated that the firm was worth $35,000. all of which 
was in the business, and that it had no borrowed 
money. In the trade they were looked upon favor- 
ably as live, active men. Mr. Dart is believed to be 
entirely innocent of any connection with the for- 
geries, having been the victim of his partner. The 
trade spose very highly of him yesterday, and he 
met with great sympathy. He seems entirely broken 
down by the disclosures, and referred reporters to 
his counsel, Mr. Edward K. Jones, for information. 
Mr. Jones said there were allegations of forgeries of 
commercial paper upon which the indorsement of 
Swezey & Dart is alleged to have been fraudu- 
lently placed by Mr. Aha $8 but he had no knowl- 
edge of such fact other than the statement made 
to him by the attorney for a certain attachin 
creditor. He had seen no voucher, no affidavit o 
facts, and was not prepared by any means to ad- 
mit that these allegations were true. He said 
further, that as far as Mr. Dart was concerned no 
charge had been made against him by any one; 
that he stood clear and untainted of either a 
charge or suspicion of fraud: that his creditors 
felt the warmest sympathy for him and had so ex- 
pressed themselves. Mr. Dart was the greatest 
sufferer, as he furnished the capital for the firm, 
and was making every effort to protect the cred- 
itors as far as he possibly could. Mr. Jones further 
said he had no knowledge or information as to the 
whereabouts of Mr. Swezey, but hoped he would 
come out of the matter clearly and creditably, as 
he had hitherto borne a good reputation. 

In the trade, it is thought that the loss will fall 
lightly upon the general creditors of the firm, as it is 
the impression that the note-brokers are the chief 
sufferers, since they are required to protect the 
forged paper, having solditas genuine, The bank ac- 
count of the firm is entirely exhausted. Yesterday 
a check on the Citizens’ Bank for $80 was returned 
unpaid because the account showed no funds. Mr. 
Swezey was at the store on Friday morning, but 
left hastily, and has not since been seen. The sup- 
position is that he has fled to Canada. He has 
friends there. It is said that he did not let his wife 
know of his departure, and did not even take a 
change of clothing. His wife called at the store 
yesterday to learn of his whereabouts, but 
was unable to gain any information. She 
is greatly prostrated. Mr. Swezey was considered 
fond of his family. He has two sons and two 
daughters, and is about 40 years of age. He wasa 
salesman for S. R. Joselyn for six years previous to 
the latter’s failure in 1873. There are several 
theories as to what he did with the money obtained 
from the notes, and it was said yesterday that he 
had probably Jost the most of it in speculation in 
cotton and stocks.

ORDERS TO OFFICERS—FROM THE NORTH 
ATLANTIC AND ASIATIC SQUADRONS. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 31.—The findings of the 

general court-martial in the casé of Second Lieut. 


J. H, Lane, Twenty-fifth Infantry, who was receut- 


ly nominated by the President and confirmed by 
the Senate as First Lieutenant, have been received 


at the office of the Judge-Advocate-General. The 
court-martial recommends Lane’s dismissal from 
the service.

Trinidad, 
on the morning of the 8dinst. Ascertaining that a 
doubtful and fatal case of fever, (probably yellow 
fever,) had occurred within a few days, no com- 
munication was held with the port, and as a clean 
bill of health could not be given by the health au- 
thorities until the 9th inst., I sailed on the 6th inst., 
and arrived at St. Croix _on the morning of the 
10th. St. Croix is reported as healthy, but the yel- 
low fever and small-pox exist at St. Thomas. I 
will leave this place on the 17th inst. for Jamaica.” 

Rear Admiral Clitz, commanding the United 
States naval force on the Asiatic Station, in a com- 
munication to the Secretary of the Navy, dated 
flag-ship Richmond, Shanghai, China, Dec. 28. re- 
ports that he would leave that port with the flag- 
ship on Jan. 4 for Hong Kong, where he expected 
to arrive about the 20th.

OONDITION OF THE CANALS. 


SS 
REPORT OF MR. DUTCHER, THE SUPERIN- 
TENDENT OF PUBLIC WORKS. 

The report of Mr. Dutcher, Superintendent 
of Public Works, which has been submitied to the 
Legislature, shows that the business of the canals 
has increased. The year 1880 shows an increase of 
204% per cent. in tonnage over 1879, and an increase 
of 227-10 in tolls over the same year, notwithstand- 
ing a larger free list and a reduction of tolls on a 
few articles. The following shows the tolls and 
tonnage for the last four years: 


1877. 1878. 1879. 1880. 

Tolls - $880,896 $993.348 $041,574 $1,155,257 
Tonnage ....4,955,963 5,171,320 5,362,372 6,462,290 

The cost of ordinary repairs and operating ex- 
penses amounted to $740,366 12, and the total ex- 
penses, including extraordinary repairs, were $747,- 
304 39. The report says: “ Owing to the condition 
of the banks and prism, locks, bridges, and other 
structures, the higher prices of material and labor, 
and the larger volume of business, the neces- 


sary repairs and the efficient operating of the 
canals have required a larger expenditure than 
during the previous year; but it is pleasing to 
notice that while the total expenditures of this 
office for ordinary repairs have increased from 

620,827 61 for the fiscal’ year ending Sept. 30, 

879, to $740,366 12 for the fiscal year ending 
Sept. 30, 1880, or about 19 per cent., the in- 
come from tolls has increased from $907,- 
479 9% to $1,183,352 74, or 80 per cent.” 
The State Engineer last March reported that it 
would cost $230,793 to put the canals in good nay- 
igable condition, and that a further sum of $267,797 
was needed for improvements. Of the sum first 
mentioned $115,000 was expended. Mr. Dutcher 
says: ‘* With the completion of the Canadian canals 
at an early day, the competing! power of the Erie 
Canal will be fully tested. Every improvement that 
can be made to add to its capacity and usefulness 
should be made promptly, and the revenues care- 
fully husbanded and devoted tosuch improyement. 
The larger vessels on Lake Erie and the ocean, with 
such improvements as can be made in the Erie 
Canal and the best possible terminal’ facilities at 
Buffalo and New-York for loading and 
unloading _—boats, coupled with a low 
fixed rate of harbor and commission 
charges at those ports, will help New-York to main- 
tain her commercial supremacy. The extraordi- 
nary increase in the productions of the country, 
and the still more extraordinary demand for our 
agricultural products abroad, coupled with the ina- 
bility of the railroads to afford sufficient carrying 
facilities, demonstrate to our people more clearly 
than | ever, before the value of this great water- 
way. 

The reduction of tolls, Mr. Dutcher says, has 
reached a point beyond which it is not prudent to 
go much, if any, further. Any further reduction 
should be confined to merchandise from tide-wa- 
ter, giving every encouragement possible to the 
carrying of westward-bound freights, every ton of 
which secures a return of at least two tons by the 
same route, and every ton of westward-bound 
freight driven to other routes carries with it two 
tons of eastward-bound freight, to the detriment of 
our commercial interests. 

Referring to the encroachments upon State lands, 
the Superintendent says: “Many encroachments 
have been made upon State lands, and in many in- 
stances the occupancy has been uninterrupted for 
a long period, and title will soon be acquired 
by adverse possession unless proper legislation 
is enacted. The present statutes do not authorize 
the removal of encroachments in the thickly settled 
parts of cities—the localities where the lands are 
most valuable. It is recommended that authority 
be given by the Legislature to the Commissioners 
of the Land Office to lease, on the recommenda- 
tion of the Superintendent of Public Works, such 
lands and premises, and that in all cases where 
parties occupying such State lands refuse to lease 
and pay rental for the same, that the Superinten- 
dent of Public Works be directed and empowered 
to remove such encroachments and evict 
all occupants.” Mr. Dutcher renews the 
recommendations of his predecessors that 
the Oneida Lake Canal be abandoned, as 
it is worthless for any _ practical use. 
He calls attention to delays to navigation caused 
by the boats of the New-York Steam Cable Towing 
Company, and recommends that the act. permitting 
the introduction of this systemof towing should 
be repealed; and suggests that measures be 
taken to more securely husband the supply 
of water from the _ reservoirs. Regarding 
contract work, the Superintendent recom- 
mends that the Legislature so amend the 
provisions of the law, that in the advertising and 
letting of contracts for bridge work, all parties in- 
terested in the erection of bridges on different 
plans may have opportunity to propose for the 
same, to be afterward reported to, and subjected 
to, the approval of the Canal Hoard, thus encourag- 
ing competition and resulting in the construc- 
tion of these structures at a large saving to 
the State. Referring to the improvements 
which should be effected in the canals, he says: 
With the average volume of business of the last 
few years, a little can be done each year under or- 
dinary repairs to secure this desired result. Addi- 
tional facilities of whatever character needed to 
maintain our commercial supremacy should be 
granted. We should strive not only to keep New- 
York City the commercial metropolis of this great 
Banton, but to make her the metropolis of the 
world.”’ 


BILLS AGAINST CORPORATIONS,

NON-TAXPAYING RAILWAYS AND CONSOLI- 


DATED TELEGRAPH COMPANIES AFFECTED. 

TRENTON, N. J., Jan. 31.—Among the bills 
introduced into the Senate this evening was one 
that is a bad thrust at the telegraph consolidation. 


Yor years the Western Union Company was under 
contract with the Pennsylvania Railroad Company, 


but the contract lapsed recently and the railroad 
entered into a contract.with the American Union 
totake effect at the expiration of the Western 
Union contract. Meanwhile the consolidation be- 
tween the Western Union and American Union was 
effected and the Pennsylvania Road wasleft at the 
mercy of the Western Union. The bill introduced 


this evening empowers the Pennsylvania Road 


to maintain telegraphic communication for public 
and commercial accommodation. Mr. Hobart in- 


troduced a bill empowering the formation of water 
companies to supply the cities and counties of the 
State with water, but the bill has a provision that 
the water rights of any other corporation existing 
at the time of the formation of such companies 
shall not be taken without the written consent of 
such corporations. In the Honse Mr. Wright intro- 
duced a bill punishing the. sale of liquor on Sun- 
days with a fine of from $5 to $50 for each offense’ 

Messrs. Lawrence and Potts introduced bills of 
large interest to the tax-payers of Jersey City es- 

ecially. Mr. Lawrence’s provides that the State 

reasurer shall hereafter annually pay to the “reas- 
urers of the municipalities in which railroads own 
Rropetey the taxes or moneys in lieu thereof paid 
to the State during the preceding year. The Penn- 
sylvania Railroad Company is required, by the 
terms of its irrepealable contract, to pay about 
$100,000 annually to the State. The State derives a 
large income tax from other railroads owning ter- 
mini in Jersey City.

STHAMERS BEATEN BY FURIOUS 
WAVES, WITH ONE ASHORE. 
SNOW AND RAIN COMBINING WITH THE 
WIND—DECK AND RIGGING ICE-CLAD— 
THROWING -CARGO OVERBOARD WHILE 
ON A SAND-BAR. 

The steam-ship Vaderland, of the Red Star 
Line, which arrived from Antwerp yesterday, had 
@ very boisterous passage. She sailed on the 15th, 
and on the 17th the wind blew strongly and shifted 
frequently, causing a very high and confused sea. 
At times the horizon would be obscured by snow 
and rain. On the 22d a strong gale set in, and the 
sea became so high that the ship rolled heavily, 
while huge waves swept over her decks. Next day 
the gale continued, and its violence at tinies was 
gatensified by snow-squalls from the north-western 
horizon, coming with great rapidity, and sweeping 
boisterously through the rigging. For a few mo- 
ments the steamer was enveloped in a dense cloud 
of snow, which hid the sea around from sight as 
effectually as if a thick fog had settled down on 
the water. On the 2th the gale was more 
moderate, but the ship was roughly tossed 
about among the seas, which still continued very 


high, while violent snow-squalls tore along the 
ridges of the sea as before. Similar weather pre- 
vailed during the day which followed, but the 
steam-ship still plowed steadily along in the face of 
the storm. A heavy sea rolled up from the west- 
ward onthe 26th, and the Vaderland’s foreward 
decks were submerged when her bows were forced 
beneath the crests of the enormous billows that 
opposed her. Snow-squalls were frequently ex- 
perienced as before. Bad weather continued 
steadily, and during the night of the 28th the wind 
increased in force until on the following morning 
the gale blew continually with almost the force of 
the squalls which had been encountered for sev- 
eral days before. The heavy gale, with the high 
seas and frequent snow-squalls, continued until 
Sunday last, when the weather began to moderate 
and the ship was enabled to reach port yesterday 
morning after having been at sea over a fortnight. 

The Donau, of the North German Lloyd, from 
Bremen, also had a tempestuous experience. She 
left Bremen on the 17th, but was detained at Brem- 
erhaven one day owing to a thick fog and floating 
ice. On the 18th, while in the North Sea, she 
weathered a violent hurricane, which blew from 
eastward with such violence that she was forced to 
ees about and head up to the sea, which was very 

oisterous, and caused her to pitch badly. The 
waves during a gale never run as high in the North 
Sea as on the Atlantic, but they are very uneven, 
and are considered fully as dangerous. For 24 
hours the Donau kept her head up to the wind. 
During the whole of this time the snow fell heavily, 
veiling the water around, and requiring a very 
sharp look-out to be kept. The wind and sea finally 
began to subside, and she proceeded on her 
course, arriving at Southampton shortly before 
midmght on the 19th. Strong variable winds 
prevailed until the Banks were passed. Then the 
wind settled in the western quarter, and a succes- 
sion of gales from that direction followed. Heaa- 
seas were dashed violently against her bows, 
sometimes flooding the decks, while snow-squalls 
frequently struck her. 

The City of Montreal, of the Inman Line, from 
Liverpool, had stormy weather. She was delayed 
two days in the Mersey by a dense fog. Similar 
weather to that which was experienced by the 
Vaderland and the Donau opposed her the greater 
part of the time after passing the Banks. The 
steam-ships Britannic, of the White Star Line, from 
Liverpool, and the Rotterdam, of the Netherlands- 
American Line, from Rotterdam; the Ethiopia, of 
the Anchor Line, from Glasgow, and the Rialto, of 
the Wilson Line, from Hull, all report meeting with 
storms on the Atlantic. 

The Bristol, of the Great Western Line, from 
Bristol, which arrived yesterday, had strong winds 
from east and north-east upto the Banks. West- 
erly gales and heavy seas then set in, and con- 
tinued for several days. The weather became in- 
tensely cold, and the vessel, when off Sable Island, 
on the 25th, was completely iced. The crew suf- 
fered greatly from the cold. During a heavy snow- 
storm last Sunday morning the Bristol grounded 
three and a half miles from Shinnecock Light- 
house. Soundings had been taken only an hour 
previous, when she was in 20 fathoms of water. 
Three life-saving crews from the neighboring coast 
offered their assistance shortly after she had 
struck. She was then lying easily on a hard, sand 
bottom, about 1,000 feet from the beach, but about 
50 tons of lead and 30 tons of coal nearly one- 
quarter of the whole cargo, had to be thrown over- 
board before she could be floated. She got off at 
4:30 the same afternoon, without the assistance 
of any of the steam-tugs which had gone out to 
her. She then made her way up to Sandy Hook 
bar, where she arrived shortly before midnight. 
Her hull was uninjured by the mishap. None of 
the passengers, of whom there were only 10 ail 
told on boara, were alarmed. A pilot had been 
taken a few hours before she struck. It is sup- 
posed that the Bristol’s compasses must have been 
out of order, as every precaution had heen taken 
to avoid going ashore. W. D. Morgan & Co., of 
No. 70 South-street, the agents of the line, said yes- 
terday that they were unable to estimate the value 
of the cargo thrown overboard. They do not 
know to whom it was consigned, but they say it 
was all insured.

HOW SOME SCHEMES OF VERMONT DEMO- 


CRATS CAME TO NAUGHT. 
From the St. Albans (Vt.) Messenger. 

During last Summer, after the nomination 
of Hancock at Cincinuati and before perfect har- 
mony had been restored to the Republican ranks 
from the bitterness engendered by the struggle at 
Chicago, the managers of the Democracy conceived 
that the golden opportunity was come for electing 
their candidate. With a viewto leave no stone 
unturned it was agreed to make every effort to 
carry the Septemberand October States. With this 
design the pian was formed of nominating 
such a ticket as would seriously impair the 
Republican majority in Vermont, as the first 


gun of what was expected to prove a “ tidal wave” 


campaign. ‘ Brad’ Smalley, who was at that time 
obeying civil service reform rules by running the 
Democratic campaign, called the attention of the 
New-York junta to the case, and it was in obe-~ 
dience to imperative orders from them that Mr. &. 
J. Phelps was nominated for Governor. This was 
done with the expectation that he would prove 
a popular candidate, though with no hope 
of his election. Remembering that in 1878 
the majority in the State had sunk to 
16,000, though this was largely due to the 
unpopularity of tne then candidate, Redfield 
Proctor, it was thought that, with Phelps 
for a ieader, Gov. Farnham’s majority could be 
kept down to those figures, a result which would 
sureiy inspirit the Democracy and dishearten the 
Republicans the country over. But Mr. Phelps did 
not accept the honor of being sacrificed without an 
equivalent, and it was well understood that, if 
Hancock should be elected, he was to go upon the 


Supreme Bench. This was to be a tribute to him 
personally for his fidelity to the party and to the 
Democracy of Vermont, which had first put Han- 
cock in the field. All Summer Mr. Phelvs expected 
to go on the Bench, and never was a man more dis- 
appointed than he when the fact of Garfield's elec- 
tion was known, nor than his faithful man Friday, 
who, in the interests of United States justice in 
Vermont, looked after Hancock’s campaign. 

Apropos of this it may be said that in the cam- 
paign of 1876 Tilden, then on the flood tide of his 
reform movement, promised to give to Mr. Phelps 
the English mission if elected, a position for which 
Mr. Phelps would be eminently well qualified, 
though not to the same degree as' James Russell 
Lowell. Thus it will be seen that Vermont would 
haVe received one good appointment from a Dem- 
ocratic Administration, and the recipient a man 
who would honor any place by his culture, urban- 
ity, and eloquence. Not the least cause for rejoic- 
ing at Gartiela’s election is that it enabies us to re- 
tain Mr. Phelps at home to prove that all the best 
Vermonters do not emigrate, though, were he a 
Republican, there is hardly a place to which he 
could not aspire and probably gain.

A BOGUS COLLEGE IN WHEELING.

A LITIGATING DOCTOR.

HOW THE PEOPLE OF WOODSBORO HAVE 
BEEN INVOLVED IN THOUSANDS OF 
PETTY SUITS. 

BaLTimMoreE, Jan. 31.—Frederic County, in 
this State, possesses, in the person of Dr. Harrison 
Wagner, litigant whose equal it would 
be hard to find in any court the 
world over. Just now the — Circuit 
Court, sitting at Frederick City, is engaged 
upon the cases, which have excited interest 
not only in that county, but throughout the en- 
tire State, ard which are decidedly unique. 
Dr. Wagner lives at Woodsboro, one of 
the prettiest little towns in the  coun- 
ty- 11 miles from .Frederick and 7 miles 
from the Western Maryland Railroad junc- 
tion. These cases, which have been troubling the 
courts and harassing the citizens for several years, 
date back to 1871. Dr. Wagner was then engaged 
in the erection of a two-story brick store near his 
dwelling and hired a horse and cart from a man 
named Flickinger, who was one of his patients. Mr. 
Flickinger owed the doctor a bill for profes- 
sional services, and when he came to settle 
it deducted what he thought a proper amount for 
the hire of the horse ond eart. The Doctor ob- 
jected to the amonnt, took the case before a local 
magistrate, and was beaten. He then succeeded 
in having Flickinger indicted for perjury, but, after 
- aepeneeys legal fight, the proceedings were 
stayed. 

Dr. Wagner was greatly troubled in mind about 
this result, and his mania,*if such it may be 
called, took the form of any inordinate de- 
sire to sue every one he knew, 
and more particularly every one who had in any 
way been drawn into the matter between himself 
and Flickinger. Though the accommodating services 
of Squire Wilson, a magistrate of Wolfsviile, he 
began an almost interminable series of suits for 
debt against people of the county. He made no 
distinction whatever in regard to sex, suing 
single and married men and women with a 
delightful equality. Before this magistrate alone 
he entered 1,350 Suits, and added to these 500 
suits before Justice Eaton, of Middleton, and 
65 suits before Justice Coblentz, of the same 
place. What with scattering suits before other 
magistrates the total footed up little less than 2,000 
suits for debt, in which the amount involved was be- 
tween $100,060 and $200,000. Summons were served 
upon all the parties sued, but as it was gener- 
ally agreed that the suits were purely 
fictitious, no answer was made to them. 
The magistrates then went to work 
and gaye judgment for Wagner in all the cases by 
default. The records were sent down to the 
Frederick County Court, and Wagner took steps to 
secure their collection as rapidly as possible. The 
parties sued then became thoroughly aroused to 
their decidedly anomalous and very unpleasant 

osition, and had Dr. Wagner indicted for 

arratry. Upon this charge he was_ tried 

and was acquitted. Just about this time William 
Shanks, one of the parties against whom Wagner 
had obtained a judgment by default, died. Wag- 
ner immediately put in his claim against the 
estate for $13,000, and, in spite of itself, 
the court was compelled to order its pay- 
ment. This aroused public excitement to 
the highest pitch, and several of the par- 
ties interested applied at once to the ceurt 
for an injunction to restrain Wagner from collect- 
ing the amounts of the remaining judgments. To 
this petition Wagner failed to file an answer, and 
the court passed an interlocutory decree, or- 
dering the appointment of a commission 
to take testimony in the ex parte case upon which 
te make the injunction permanent. The latest 
phase in the matter was the filing, on Friday last, by 
John A. Handy, of Baltimore, counsel for Wagner, 
of a petition praying the court to strike out the 
interlocutory ecree on the ground that he 
had been misled into the failure to file his an- 
swer, and to allow him to file a demurrer to 
the defendant’s petition, on the ground that the 
petition does not set forth sufficient ground for an 
injunction, and ought, therefore, to be dismissed. 
The court will give this motion a hearing this 
week, and probably seal once for all the fate of 
Wagner’s multitudinous suits. 
{ The number of judgments Wagner obtained 
seems almost incredible, but here is a list of those 
given by Justice Wilson, taken from the records of 
the Frederick County court: 100 cases against 
Moses Calvin and Charles C. Andus of $117 each; 
100 cases against Joseph McCorkey and 
George McCorkey of $20 each; 100 cases 
against Francis G. and Otto J. Don- 
sife of $60 each; 100 cases against William 
and Margaret McCormack of $50 each: 
126 cases against William Shank of $98 
each; 116 cases against George P. Baruck 
of $98 each; 120 cases against Charles and William 
Schagle of $98 cach; 100 cases against 
James M. Smith of $50 each; i00 cases 
against Jacob M. Newman of $41 each; 
lt cases against George and George A. 
Flickinger of $20 each; 100 cases against Noah and 
Eliza P. Flickinger of $20 each; 100 cases against 
Esau D. and Ellen Creager of $80 each; 100 cases 
against John P. and S$. E.:Flickinger of $10 each; 100 
cases against Rufus and Hester A. Flickinger of 
$10 each; 100 cases against John A. Snyder and 
Charles H. Krise of $10 each; 72 cases against 
John W. Albaugh of $1 each; 95 cases against 
Mary A. Murphy, of $5 each; 100 cases against Otto 
and A. and Eliza R. Shanks, of $20 each; 100 
cases against John M. and Catherine E. 
Halbruner, of $10 each; 100 cases against 
Isaac, Barbara, and Milton J. Fogle, of $3 
each; 100 cases against John W. Shoemaker, of $2 
each; 98 cases against Jacob Fleckenger, of $6 
each. These cases alone foot up a total of $82,583, 
and the costs, which amount to several thousand 
dollars, are to be added. 

There is unquestionably something the trouble 
with Dr. Wagner, but the court seems to have got- 
ten itself into a terrible muddle overthe suits, and 
it is hard to guess where they will end. Dr. 
Wagner is a physician of good practice, but 
now seems possessed of the idea that there is 
a conspiracy among his fellow-citizens to mur- 
der him and inthis idea can be found the main- 
spring of these suits. Some time ago he issued a cir- 
cular to the "citizens of Frederick County and the 
State of Maryland,” in which he characterized the 
reports inregard to himself as base and manu- 
factured lies. He said that he had been 
attacked by thieves, liars, drunkards, adul- 
terers, and low-born scavengers, the same 
class of people that called St. Paul crazy 
and attempted to stone Christ. He knew them 
to be guilty of infanticide, stealing, false 
swearing, and embezzlement. Five Methodist 
preachets, he said, had come to Woods- 

oro and left, because they found they 
could not stay except at a_ sacrifice of 
their Christian principles. The sixth, who is there 
now, is liked, he said. because he will not interfere 


with religion over which the deyil has cause to re- 
joice.

MISCELLANEOUS CITY NEWS 
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THE REV. DR. HOYT ON THEISM., 
OUTLINES OF 4 PAPER READ BEFCRE THB 
BAPTIST “MINISTERS. 

An unusually large number of Baptist min- . 
isters attended the Conference meeting yesterday . 
in |Murray-street, the announcement having been 


previously made that the Rey. Dr. Wayland Hoyt, 
of Brooklyn, would read a paper on “Theism.” 
The purpose of the paper, Dr. Hoyt said, was to 
present in as succinct a way as possiple the theistia 
arguments urged in the Baird lecture for 1876 by; 
Robert Flint, D. D., LL. D., Professor of Divinity in 
the University of Edinburgh. In the first place, the! 
question whether there was any need for theistic 
argument presented itself foran answer. It wag 
assumed that there were many persons 
who did not give the Bible the rever- 
ence and authoritative position to which the. 
ists lifted it. Im many places it was 
more fashionable to deny than to insist on. p> 
oxistence of God. The names of Huxley, Tyndall, 
Clifford, and Herbert Spencer were certainly not 
suggestive of any distinct teaching in the vast 
theme. The sway of a man like Robert Ingersoll 
over the uncultured masses was not to be 
qpestiones. and it would be well to remember that 
ommunism was no weak and listless force among 
the people. Its fundamental idea was the non- 
existence of aGod. Manifestly the day for theistic 
argumentation was not gone by. The first argu- 
ment of Prof. Flint was to show that the world 
owed its existence to an infinite being, 
who was to men a Heavenly Father and a 
judge. To deny this belief would be to deny 
hat reason was reason. It was just as 
easy to believe ina creating God as to believe in 
the existence of invisible chemical atoms, but it 
was not necessary to believe that there must be ex. 
ternal matter while there was an external mind. 
The whole material world was dependent on tha 
will of nature and nature was the will of God. 
Nature itself refused to receive the idolatrous devo« 
tion of those who would make it God. God must 
be a free cause, self-existent, single, powerful, free. 
He was the cause of whom nature was the effect. 
According to the second argument of Prof. Flint 
we do not see chaos but cosmos. It was possible 
to deny that everything in the universe had been 
weighed and measured by a divine intelligence, bu 
it was not possible to deny that the weighing an 
measuring had been done. This universal ordet 
could not have originated than in a divinely intelli- 
gent mind, which must also have been the cause of 
allthings formed, Back of all the laws admitted by. 
the opponents of theism was this originating, reg: 
ulating mind. Even Mr. Darwin could not dis- 
prove that the earth was crammed with heaven 
and every bush filled with God. Science did not 
ossess a monopoly of facts in this world. Moral 
acts were as really facts as those pointed out by 
physiology. The testimony of conscience was that 
there was a radical antagonism between good and 
evil, and that they must have different sources. 
Conseience did not itself pretend to be the law, 
but interpreted and implied a law above itself. 
There must be a holy God by whose authority con- 
science speaks, and under whom good was 
crowned and evil punished. After reviewing the 
fourth argument of Prof. Flint, the lecturer 
said that while theism sustained the fact that the 
creator of nature is the Heavenly Father and judge 
of man, it was not all that was needed. It was 
valuable as a high argument to jusvify the reason- 
ableness of our religion, but we needed more than 
the bare fact of diyine existence. We should not 
stop with them but go on to the Gospel. 
Prior to the reading of the paper the Rev. Dr. J. 
F. Elder, of this City, was elected Moderator of the 


Conference. 
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THE BNAI B’RITH SOCIETY. 
WORK OF THE DISTRICT GRAND . LODGE 
YESTERDAY. 


The District Grand Lodge of the Order B’nai 
B'rith resumed its session yesterday afternoon, 
President Fox inthe chair. Mr. Meyer Thalmes~ 
singer, who has been a prominent member ‘of the 
order for 380 years, was presented with a set of 
handsomely engrossed resolutions recognizing his 
long and faithful services to the order. Among the 
most important business of the afternoon was the 
adoption of an amendment to the by-laws provid- 
ing that a conviction of crime before a public tri- 
bunal shall ipso facto expel a member from the 
lodge to which he may belong, and deprive him of 
all the benefits to which he was entitled from it. 
This amendment wa3 made to cover cases like 
that of Mr. Meyer, of the late firm of Hirsch & 
Meyer, who was convicted -in the Court of 
Oyer and Terminer for obtaining goods under false 
pretenses, and who committed suicide in State 
Prison, before the Edward Everett Lodge, to which 
he belonged, had taken any action in the matter. 
His widow claimed the penefit money, $1,000, 
legally due her as the widow of a deceased 
member, and the usual assessment was levied 
upon all the members of the _ order. 
An amendment was made to the by-laws with ref- 
erence to the endowment money. It provided that. 
on the death of a member the benefit shall go to 
his widow, and if he leaves no widow, then in the 
following order of succession—the children, par- 
ents, and then brothers and sisters. Should the 
member die without heirs, the benefit money is to 
be given to some institution connected with District 
No. 1 of the order. It is understood that the Home 
for Aged Hebrews, which is recommended to be 
built at Yonkers, will be the institution to which 
such money will be given. A by-law was 
adopted authorizing the general committee to elect 
their own counsel, but such counsel shall not be a 
member of that committee. At6o’clock @ recess 
of one hour was taken. 

In the evening session, the Committee on the 
President’s Message, in their report, recommended 
that the benefit due to Meyer’s widow be paid 
to her by the Grand Lodge, but blamed the Edward 
Everett Lodge for not expelling him after he had 
been convicted in court, and recommnded that the 
lodge be censured for that omission. The commit- 
tee also strongly recommend the building of a 
Home for Aged Hebrews at Yonkers. The report 
was received and will be taken up for considera- 


tion to-day.

The Manhattan Elevated Railroad Company 
are about to make two improvements in the run- 
ning of their trains which will be welcomed by the 
public. One of these is a change in the present 


plan of transferring passengers at Chatham-square. 


It appears that of up-town passengers who utilize 
the Second-avenue line below Chatham-squarejonly 
a very small percentage continue the trip on this 


line. The remainder, and by far the largest 


number, leave the cars at this station, climb the 
bridge, and resume their up-town trip on the Third- 
avenue line. It has been decided to reverse this 
plan, and compel the smaller number to make the 
transfer. Chatham-square will then become the 
terminus of the Second-avenue' line, while the 
Third-avenue hne will be continued to South Ferry, 
as was the case hefore the completion of the 
former road. Third-ayenue passengers will 
thus be enabled to reach the ferries oF 
up-town stations without change of cars. The 
other project is the extension of the Sixth-avenue 
line from Rector-street to the South Ferry. The 
superstructure for this is already in_position, and 
all that will be required will be the laying of the 
ties and rails. The road curves to the west below 
Rector-street, and finally joins the Ninth-avenue 
line at Morris-street. Below Morris-street ‘the su- 

erstructure is quite substantial enough to permit 
the operating of a double track for both these 
West Side lines. Orders for the iron-work neces- 
sary to carry out these two improvements have 
been given, and as fast as they ean be filled work 
will be pushed ahead. It is believed that the mid- 
die or latter part of February will see both these 
projects completed.

SUIT AGAINST A. S, BARNES 


-——-- - 
BONDS SURRENDERED TO HIM UN- 
DER A FALSH IMPRESSION. 


®. M. PETTENGILL THE PLAINTIFF—GIVING 


A GUARANTEE FOR ONE PURPOSE AND 


HAVING IT USED FOR ANOTHER—THE 

STATUTE OF LIMITATIONS PLEADED— 
THE COMPLAINT TO BE AMENDED. 

In the Kings County Circuit Court the suit 

of S. M. Pettengill, the advertising agent of this 

City, against Alfred S. Barnes, the publisher, was 


brought to trial yesterday morning, before Judge 


Cullen and a jury. he suit Is to recover the value 
of 12 bonds, of $500 each. of the old West Side Ele- 
vated Railroad, with coupons’ attached, and 84 
coupons which were overdue and unattached, but 
were delivered with the bonds to Mr. Barnes by 
Mr. Pettengill under the impression that he owed 
B certain amount of money tothe publisher. The 
story of the events which culminated in the bring- 


ing of the suit was related to the jury by Abram 


Wake san, counsel for Mr. Pettengill, in the open- 
ing address. .The West Side Road, he said, was the 
pioneer elevated road in this City, and in 1870 S. M. 
Pettengill and Alfred S. Barnes were Directors of 
the road. Charles T. Harvey, the inventor, was at 
this time the manager of the road, and was en- 
gaged in extending it up town. In May of that 
yeer the corporation was sadly in need of $5,000 to 
parry on its work, and Mr. Harvey applied to John 
Hf. Hall, of the firm of Campbell, Hall & Co.. to 
lend this amount of money to the road. Mr. Har- 
vey, in order to strengthen the credit of the com- 
pany with Mr. Hall, applied to Mr. Pettingill and 
Mr. Barnes for assistance. Mr. Pettengill, there- 
fore, wrote the following note to Mr. Barnes on 
May 14: 

A. S. Barnes, oe 

Dwar SIR: ae so situated that I cannot indorse 
the bon¢, as my partnersnip agreement prevents; but 
peo Theprter, Gad ye Iwill join you in see- 

5 , rs truly, 
ee Seer wn we. peeraneitt. 

Mr. Barnes, on receiving this note from Harvey, 
wrote beneath it, on the same sheet of paper, the 
following: 

John Hall, ps, 

hey ae join Mr. Pettengill in guaranteeing the 
paymentof acall loan of $5,000 for the elevated rail- 
way, for which the company wil! give you their check 
on demand. Truly yours, A. 8. BARNE 

Mr. Pettengill, the counsel continued, heard noth- 
Ing further from his guarantee of the loan until 
something over.a year afterward, when Mr. Barnes 
wrote him a letter stating that the loan had been 
made from Mr. Hall; that the railroad company 
had not paid it, but that he (Barnes) had, and he 
now looked to Mr. Pettengillto make good his 
half of the amount, with interest from the date of 
the loan, It turned out that a short time after the 
$5,000 had been obtained Mr. Barnes had made an 
additional loan to the company of $6,000, for which 
Mr. Harvey had pledged as security 55 bonds of the 
company of the par value of $27,500. Mr. 
Pettengill thought this security ought to be 
adequate to liquidate the entire indebted- 
ness of $11,000, but Mr. Barnes thought dif- 
ferentl. Upon his representation that a 
call loan of $5,000 had been gomeeny made on the 
strength: of the guarantee signed by himself and 
Mr. Pettengill, on a demand check of the compa- 
ay, and without regard to any other security, Mr. 
Pettengill finally gave him in satisfaction of his 
vlaim 13 bonds of the company, of a par value of 
$500 saa, with coupons attached, and &4 coupons 
which wie overdue, receiving from Mr. Barnes in 
returna »viptin fullin satistaction of his claim 
under the guarantes. The old West Side Road sub- 
pequently shed its coat, and the New-York Ele- 
vated Kailroad Company was formed, and the 
bonds which Mr. Pettengil! had surrendered became 
a valuable property. In 1879 he learned from what 
he deemed good authority—Mr. Cowing, the Treas- 
urer of the company—that Mr. Barnes had been 
paid the cail loan of $5,000 by the company. He at 
once wrote to Mr. Barnes, claiming that he was en- 
titled to half the payment which had been made, as 
he had paid half the original loan according to the 
terms of the guarantee. Then, for the first time, he 
learned that no call loan, such as was contem- 
plated by the guarantee, was ever made. Mr. 
Barnes, in answer to the letter calling for 
a share of the payment, wrote that Mr. 
Hall had refused to accept the guarantee 
offered, or to lend any money on the demand check 
of the company. He had discounted the note of 
Mr. Barnes for six months at interest, givinga 
check for $5,000 to the order of Mr. Barnes, and 
this note Barnes had indorsed over to Harvey indi- 
vidually. Mr. Pettengili pursued his inquiries 
further, and found that the loan called for by the 
guarantee had never been made at all, and that, 
therefore, he had not been liable for the 
half which he had paid at the request 
of Mr. Barnes. “Mr. Barnes,” said the 
counsel, “when he represented to Mr. Pettengill 
that a loan had been made according to the terms 
of the guarantee, made a mistake, to use no harsher 
term, which led Mr. Pettengill into surrendering 
bonds of theWest Side Company, the value of which, 
with interest, to-day would be at least -$12,000, 
My client delivered up the bonds under the im- 
pression that he was liable for half the loan of 
$5,000 under the guarantee.” 

When the discovery of the facts was made, Mr. 
Wakeman said, every inducement was offered to 
Mr. Barnes to return the bonds, or their value, 
without having recourse to legal measures. Six 
years had elapsed since the transaction, Zand it 
was a serious question whether, if he were so dis- 
posse. he could not retain the property under the 

tatute of Limitations. After a long correspondence 
on the subject Mr. Barnes came to the conclusion 
that he would not return the bonds or their value, 
and the only remedy left to Mr. Pettengill was to 
appeal to the courts. An attempt had been made 
to submit the questions to mutual friends to be 
decided, and at one time there was hope of 
settling the matter quietly in that way. But 
Mr. Barnes insisted on seiecting both the Ref- 
erees, and to this Mr. Pettengill objected 
as unfzir, claiming that his interests gave him the 
right to name, one of them. In the answer to the 
complaint the rights and duties of the parties un- 
der the guarantee are substantially admitted, and 
all the main facts claimed by the plaintiff, except 
the claim that the loan, to bind Mr. Pettengill to 
responsibility as a guarantor, must be made in the 
demand checks of the company. * The other branch 
of the answer,” said Mr. Wakeman, “‘ pleads the 
Statute of Limitations as a bar to our claim. I 
confess that I never thought to see a man of the 
reputation of Alfred S. Barnes come into court and 
shield himself behind such a statute.’ At this allu- 
sion Judge Cullen suggested that personalities were 
no* in order, and Mr. Wakeman sat down. 

At the close of the opening for the plaintiff, Mr. 
Sewell, counsel for Mr. Barnes, moved that the 

complaint be dismissed before any evidence was 
taken, on the ground that it did not contain facts 
snough to constitute a cause of action. The grava- 
men of an action of this kind, he said, must of 
necessity be deceit on the part of the defendant. 
Counsel had not even insinuated that Mr. 
Barnes had been guilty of any fraud in the 
trausaction. He said he had made a mistake which 
had resulted in injury to his client. A mistake of 
this kind is no basis for an action. The defendant 
must be proved to have made false representations, 
knowing them to be false, and intending to deceive 
the plaintiff. Mr. Wakeman retorted that the jury 
might take a different view of the matter from the 
mild view presented in the opening when the evi- 
fience was before them, and Judge Cullen denied the 
motion to dismiss. The first witness called by Mr. 
Wakeman was Charles T. Harvey, formerly manager 
of the West Side Elevated Road. The joint cuarantee 
of Mr. Pettengiil and Mr. Barnes was shown him, and 
he identified it as the paper upon which he tried to 
secure aloan of $5,000 from John H. Hall on May 
14, 1870. He said he went to see Mr. Hall to nego- 
tiate the lean, but found he could not get the 
money on the unsecured check of the company. 
He then went tosee Mr. Barnes to ask his assist- 
ancein raisingthe money. “He said he would aid 
me,” said the witness, “if Mr. Pettengill would, 
and sent me to him to see what he could 
do. I saw Mr. Pettengill, and he wrote 
the guarantee at the head of this paper. I 
took it to Mr. Barnes, and he wrote below it the 
guaantee signed by him. I then went to see Mr. 
Hal!, but he refused to lend the money on call, and 
the guarantee did me no good. I returned to Mr. 
Barnes and told him what had taken place. He took 
the guarantee from me, and told me to call again in 
the afternoon, as he thought he could fix matters. 
In the afternoon he gave me a check of Campbell, 
Hall & Co. for $5,000, saying he had arranged with 
Mr. Hall fora loan for six months. He told me 
that he looked to me to protect him in his advances 
to the company, andI told him that there were 
55 bonds, representing a par value of $27,500, in the 
bank, which I was authorized to pledge for loans, 
I never mentioned the subject of the guarantee to 
Mr. Pettengill afterward, and I never expected to 
hear from it again. Iam as pore as a man can 
be after so long a time has elapsed that Mr. 
Barne3 told me he had discounted his note at six 
months for the $5,000.” 

The original check of Campbell, Hall & Co. was 
presented to Mr. Harvey, and he identified it as the 
one whieca he received. Mr. Sewell, in the cross- 
pxamfbaation, asked: ‘‘Are you willing to swear 
that John Hall did not hand you this check, and 
that you did not Jeave the guarantee with him?’ 
The answer was prompt: “lam willing to swear 
tothat. Mr. Hall would not take the guarantee. I 
left it with Mr. Barnes and received the check from 
Mr. Barnes, with his indorsement on the back.” 
“Tf Mr. Halland Mr. Barnes were both to swear 
that Mr. Hall gave you the check, and that you left 
the guarantee with him, would that change your 
opinion?’ ‘Not in the least,” was the an- 
swer of the witness. Mr. Wakeman at this 
we read the letter which passed between Mr. 

ettengill and Mr. Barnes in 1879, after the discov- 
ery by the former, as alleged 
had paid Mr. Barnes the $5,000. 
April 30, 1879, Mr. Pettengill gives notice to Mr. 
Barnes that J. C. Cowing has informed him that 
the money has been paid, and asks for the return 
of his haif. Mr. Barnes on the same day replies 
that he does not understand what claim Mr. Pet- 
tengill can have against him, but that he has sent 
his letter to Mr. Cowing for explanation. The cor- 
respondence continued until the latter part of 
June, when a plan was_ proposed to re- 
fer the matter to the arbitration of friends 
but this fell through. Mr. Barnes claimed 
that the 55 bonds which he received from Mr. 
Harvey were security for the six-thousand-dollar 
loan mado by him subsequent to the five-thousand- 
oliar loan, and that the transaction between Mr. 
Pettengill and himself ended with the delivery of 
the 12 bonds in dispute. In one of his letters, 
dated May 6, 1879, Mr. Pettengill says: ‘‘I call 
o oar as & man and a Christian gentleman to 
eal with me as you would be dealt a. I still be- 
fieve in Mr. Barnes, and that he will do the square 
thing.” My the conclusion of the reading of 
the tr, Mr. Harvey, who was still in the witness 
chair, said: “I can say at what time I spoke to 
Mr, Barnes about the 6 bonds in the bank to secure 


that the company 
In the first letter, 


his loans. Ithink that it was before the five-thou- 
sand-dollar loan. I know that I understood them 
to bea ss security for all advances made by 
im to the com y.”” 
' Ss. M. Pottenelll, the plaintiff in the suit, said he 
first learned the act facts in relation to the call 
loan claimed to have been made under the guran- 
tee of May 14, 1870, in May, 1879. Then, for the first 


time, it came to his knowledge that no call loan had 
ever been made under the guarantee, but that 


a note for six months, by A. 8, Barnes & Co., 
was discounted by Campbell, Hall & Co. 
This he learned from a letter of Mr. Barnes, 
dated May i, 1879, in which the writer says: ‘‘The 
note for 35,000 which Hall discounted was drawn 
by myself.” From Mr. Harvey he afterward 
learned that the elevated railroad company gave 
no demand check for the money, as provided for 
in the guarantee. It was a cheek of this kind that 
he intended to guarantee when he wrote the note 


of May 14, 1870, to Mr. Barnes, and not the pay- 
ment of any note of A. 8. Barnes& Co, Until 1879 


he actually supposed that he had guaranteed such 
a check, and it was because he supposed so that 
he had surrendered his bonds to Mr. Barnes. 
‘Believing the original guarantee had been used, 
and that I was responsible under it,”? said Mr. 
Pettengill, ‘‘I accepted the proposition of Mr. 
Barnes, and gave him my bonds in settlement of 
what I deemed a just claim against me. I believe 
now that the original guarantee was not used. I 
cannot remember what the market value of the 
bonds was when I gave them to Mr. Barnes. I 
paid $6,000 for them, but they were greatly depre- 
ciated at that time. I gave the bonds becauss Mr, 
Barnes said in his letter to me, Nov. 8, 1872, ‘ that 
loan I have paid.’ I have reason to believe now 
that the loan called for by the a was never 
made, and therefore never paid, and that is why I 
claim that Mr. Barnes deceived me.”’ 

With the evidence of Mr. Pettengill the case for 
the prosecution closed. Mr. Sewell moved to dis- 
miss the complaint on the ground that no testi- 
mony had been produced to show that Mr. Barnes 
did not pay the money borrowed. “True,” said 
Judge Cullen, ‘ but they claim that they were liable 
only for a certain kind of loan. If Mr. Hall had 
sued them on My. Barnes's note he could not have 
recovered on this guarantee.” ‘* Very well,’’ said 
Mr. Sewell, ‘supposing the loan not to have been 
precisely what was called for. We simply plead 
che Statute of Limitations. Thereis nota particle 
of proof that Mr. Barnes willfully misrepresented 
facts, This suit should have been begun within 
six years of the time of the cause of action, Mr. 
Barnes has been within reach of the plaintiff dur- 
ing that time. I move that the complaint be dis- 
missed.” 

Mr. Wakeman said he had served notice on coun- 
sel for the defendant last Saturday of an intention 
to amend the complaint so asto demand the return 
of the bonds themselves instead of their par value 
with interest. When the recovery of property, in- 
stead of money damages, was sued for, the Statute 
of Limitations did not begin to work until the time 
of the discovery of the fraud by which the property 
was alienated from its rightful owner. Judge Cul- 
len, after some further argument, dismissed the 
complaint on the ground that it was outlawed b 
the Statute of Limitations, with leave to the plainti 
to apply to the Special Term for permission to amend 
his complaint.

SENATE. 
THE MICHIGAN SENATORS. °* 

The VickE-PRESIDENT presented from the 
State of Michigan the credentials of Senators-elect 
H. P. Baldwin and O. D. Conger, of that State— 
the former, originally serving by appointment, hav- 
ing been elected for the unexpired term of the late 
Senator Chandler, ending March 4, 1881, and the 
latter for the term immediately succeeding. The 
credentials were read and referred. Mr. Baldwin 
appeared before the Vice-President, and was qual- 


ified. 
NEW-BILLS. 


The following bills were introduced and referred: 

By Mr. McPyErsas, of New Jersey—For an ap- 
propriation of $100,000 to bo applied, under the 
direction of the Secretary of the Navy, to the im- 
mediate preparation, equipment, and supply of a 
vessel of war to be used in a search for the steamer 
Jeannette, of the Arctic exploring expedition. Re- 
ferred to the Committee on Naval Affairs. 

By Mr. Vooruzes, of Indiana—Providing pen- 
sions for the survivors of the battle of Tippecanoe, 
and for the widows and orphans of those now dead 
who were engaged therein. Mr. Voorhees said the 
latter bill had been made necessary by reason of 
the Pension Office construing the law to exclude 
those named. 

ATTACKING SECRETARY SCHURZ. 

Mr. Dawes, of Massachusetts, pursuant to no- 
tice, addressed the Senate upon the killing of Big 
Snake, the Ponca chief, by United States soldiers, 
in the office of the agent of the Poncas in the In- 


dian Territory. After commenting upon the ten 
months’ delay in the answer of the mae mea of 
the Interior to the Senate resolution directing him 
to furnish all the information in his department 
concerning the killing, and upon the fact that the 
department, while excusing the delay on the 
ground of inadvertance, did rot even at the latter 
date, deem it worth while to express an opinion 
upon the murder, Mr. Dawes said the Secre- 
tary had stated that the answer had already 
been given to the Ponca committee. and his 
Commissioner of Indien Affairs had asserted it had 
been given nine months before the response, and 
had more than intimated five papers containing it 
had been purposely lost by that committee while it 
was ostensibly still seeking for the information. 
Mr. Dawes asserted that these statements had no 
foundation in fact. No answer had been made to 
the commitiee, though its members had repeated- 
ly reminded the Indian Bureau of the fact. Upon 
the subject matter, Mr. Dawes said that Big Snake, 
with his brother, Standing Bear, had proved a 
serious obstacle to the extorting from the Poncas, 
at the point of the bayonet, their consent to leave 
the home of their fathers, and that, as the inilu- 
ence of these two Indians, with their associates, 
Was great, and they could not be corrupted by 
promises nor moved by threats, the heavy hand of 
the Government had been laid upov them, and had 
never been taken off, one of them having 
fallen in the conflict, and the other being now 
an exile whom the Government was attempting to 
starve into submission. The insinuation that the 
killing was in self-defense had been disproved by 
the positive testimony of the Indians themselves 
as to the peaceable character of their chief andthe 
opinion of the Agent, who subsequently made an 
investigation, that it was “‘a cowardly, willful mur- 
der.” The Interior Department, at whose request 
the work was undertaken which resulted in this 
cowardly, willful murder, had not even taken any 
notice of it. The Agent was not even censured for 
his part init, though afterward discharged because 
it was found he had been inaccurate in his ac- 
counts. After denouncing this treatment of the 
Indian as inhuman and un-American, Mr. Dawes 
concluded by presenting, as an offset to the Ponca 
Indian petition from the Interior Department for 
the sale of the old reservation, a protest from 
Standing Bear and 31 others against the sale, claim- 
ing the lands as their own, that they cannot be dis- 
posed of without their consent, that their desire is 
to live on the lands, and asking to be reimbursed 
for their portion of annuities, &c. 

Mr. Priums, of Kansas, replying to Mr. Dawes, 
said the Indian Agent whom that Senator de- 
nounced as cowardly was a man whom he knew to 
be personally above reproach, and who served for 
yearsinthe Army. Assuming thatthe killing was 
not justifiable, he thought the most that could be 
said about it was that the Agent had undertaken a 
plan for the arrest of the Indian resulting in his 
murder, which result was unintentional. 


THE SEVERALTY BILL, 


The Senate resumed consideration of the Indian 
Land in Severalty bill, the question being on Mr. 
Morgan’s amendment to dispense with the require- 
ment for the assent of two-thirds of a tribe before 
lands can be taken in severalty. After remarks by 
Mr. Morean in favor and Mr. SaunpgRs in opposi- 
tion, the amendment was rejected—-yeas 10, nays 40. 

Mr. PLumxB submitted and advocated an amend- 
ment to allow the allotments to be taken by indi- 
vidual members, of which a tribe does not consent 
to take the lands, and providing that in such an 
event the tribal relation shall be broken up. 

Mr. Kernan, of New-York, remarked that he 
would vote forthe billasan experiment designed 
to inaugurate a new era which it was hoped would 
be mutually beneficial to the Indians and the Goy- 
ernment. 

After discussion, Mr. Proms modified his amend- 
ment, at the suggestion of Mr. Edmunds, so as to 
omit its latter feature. The amendment then pre- 
vailed without objection. 

On motion of Mr. Hoar, of Massachusetts, the 
amendment prohibiting the punishment of an In- 
dian for polygamy who, at the time of the allot- 
ment, was practicing the same was amended so as 
to make it inapplicable to Indians who are citizens 
of States. 

After further discussion the bill was laid over 
without action and ordered to be printed as 
amended. 

The Senate then, at 4:30, adjourned. 


HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES. 


INTRODUCTION OF BILLS, 


Among the bills introduced under the call-of 
States were the following: 

By Mr. ‘0’Rertiy, of New-York—To protect the 
transmission of intelligence by telegraph from the 
exactions of monopolies. It provides that no tele- 
graph company shall charge more for the transmis- 
sion and delivery of any message than was charged 
on the ist day of January, 1881, by the American 
Union Telegraph Company for the same distance, 
imposes a fine of $500 for every violation of this

It is very unfortunate for the 
acceptable administration of Secretary 
Scuurz that he should he at this late 
day involved in so unpleasant a dispute’ as 
that which the Ponca trouble has brought 
upon him. He has admitted that the com- 
pulsory removal of that tribe was an error 
anda grievous wrong. Why this step has 
been persisted in is a mystery. No adequate 
explanation has even been given by any- 
body. The fact that a large sum of 
money was appropriated for the removal 
of the Indians, and that somebody 
must have the pleasure of spending that 
money, is sufficient explanation why the 
removal was insisted upon, as it was, in the 
face of numerous reasons against it. In the 
Senate, yesterday, Senator Dawes justly 
complained of the reluctance of the Secre- 
tary to report the facts concerning the kill- 
ing of one of the Ponca chiefs, Bra SNAKE, 
by an agent of the United States Govern- 
ment. So far as known, this was little less 
than a murder. Yet ten months have been 
required for making an official report of the 
affair, and the Secretary had no opinion to 
offer in the premises. The charge that he 
has caused garbled reports to be sent out by 
the Associated Press is a grave one; subse- 
quent investigations must settle the value of | 
the allegation. |

The Democratic Senators have solemnly 
resolved in caucus that they will not approve 
of any resolution which contemplates a de- 
parture from ‘‘the long-established prac- 
tice of counting the Electoral vote in 
joint convention of the two branches 
of Cougress in the Hall of the 
House of Representatives,’? and that they 
will support in a continuous session, run- 
ning through the night, if necessary, the 
resolution declaring that the Vice-President 
“‘ has no constitutional authority to count 
the Electoral votes.’”” They have further 
agreed to attempt to pass a_ substitute 
for the Ingalls resolution, presenting a sound 
Democratic formula for the reception and 
counting of the Electoral votes of 1880. 
As the upshot of the business is ad- 
mitted to be a declaration that ‘‘in any 
event JAMES A. GARFIELD and CueEsTER A. 
ArtTouUR have received a constitutional 
majority of all the Electoral votes, and are 
duly elected President and Vice-President,”’ 
itis by no means obvious what good is to 
come of the tremendous struggle for which 
the Democrats are preparing themselves. 
They cannot prevent the votes being counted 
according to hitherto accepted methods, but 
they can waste enough time to force an ex- 
tra session. The interest of the Democracy 
in bringing about the latter result is not at | 
all apparent. 


SECRETARY SHERMAN ON &E- 
FUNDING. 

It is evident that Secretary SHERMAN re- 
gards with distrust any attempt to refund at 
% percent. He said, ia his speech to the 
Merchants’ Club, of Boston, on Saturday 
evening: 

“Many among us are hopeful enough to believe 


that we can do what has never been done by any 


nation in ancient or in modern times: borrow 
at 3 per cent. The

would be possibie without these qualities. 
It would present the United States as the 
most favorable field for honest industry and 
for fruitful and stable investments, and 
would be as strong in its influence on im- 
migration of the best kind as on capital. 


Refunding at 3 per cent., however, involves 
some variation from Mr. SHERMAN’s plan. 
It involves a longer bond than he appears to 
favor. How much ionger we cannot say, 
probably one that would not be redeemable 
in less than twenty years. But that need 
offer no obstacle to a reasonable annual re- 
duction of the debt, which could be made 
by purchase in the open market. It is not 
to be feared that such purchases would have 
to be made at a considerable premium. It 
is hardly to be anticipated, indeed, that any 
premium whatever would have to be paid. 
If any, it would be very small, and would 
be many times compensated by the great 
advantages to the national credit and to the 
progress of the country in fixing the interest 
at such an unprecedentedly low rate. These 
purchases, moreover, supposing them to be 
confined even to the maintenance of the 
sinking fund—and that is in reality a reason- 
able limit—would promise a steady rate for 
the bonds, and tend to make them a promis- 
ing investment. 

Another feature would be necessary, not 
contemplated by the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury. That is, an equitable concession to the 
banks. This could very properly take the 
form of reduction by one-half of the tax on 
circulation based on these bonds. Or it 
might take the form of exemption from 
State taxes of bank capital invested in the 
bonds. ‘At present, by an interpretation of 
the law very properly characterized as ‘‘ tor- 
tuous,’’ shareholders in national banks are 
not exempt from taxation on that portion 
of their capital placed in United States 
bonds. In the possession of any other indi- 
vidual or corporation, or in the direct 
possession of the shareholder, capital in 
bonds cannot be taxed; but the property of 
shareholders in bonds, bought with the 
money contributed by them to the capital of 
a bank, is subject to taxation. This is an 
anomaly and an injustice. If it could be 
removed with reference to the new bonds, 
we believe that it would lead to the taking 
of at least one-third, and possibly one-half, 
of them. Thisaccomplished from the start, 
and the success of the loan at 3 per cent. 
could be counted-on with substantial confi- 
dence. 

Weare aware that any concession to the 
banks is regarded by a considerable party in 
the House of Representatives and by some 
Senators with great aversion. But this sen- 
timent is unreasonable and is not nearly so 
strong as it once was. The real character of 
the banks, their services to every class in 
the community, the excellent results in point 
of solvency and general security which they 
have yielded, are better understood than 
they were even a few years since. A plan 
that should accord to the banks simple justice, 
and should secure in return their active 
co-operation in a refunding loan at a rate of 
interest lower than any other nation can bor- 
row at, ought not to encounter any opposi- 
tion. We do not believe that it would en- 
counter very serious opposition were it 
pressed with energy and zeal. If no other 
plan can be matured, it would be well to 
accept the one outlined by Secretary SHEerR- 
MAN; but its advantages both now and in 
the future would be incalculably less than 
in the case of that which we have described. 


THE PENNSYLVANIA CONTEST. 
The Pennsylvania Legislature has entered 
upon the third week of the fruitless contest 


between two factions of Republican poli- 
ticians for the choice of a United States 
Senator. The spectacle exhibited at Harris- 
burg is not an edifying one. The State of 
Pennsylvania has more than one eminent 
citizen with whom the Republican 
voters would no doubt be satisfied as the

This is undoubtedly a promising plan, and 
would probably suceeed. The rate of inter: 


est mentioned is high enough to prove at- 
tractive to the kind of capital naturally 
seeking this class of investments. The pro- 
vision in regard to the maintenance of the 
sinking fund, and the possible further re- 


duction of the debt, would create a certain 
market for the bonds or short time Treasury 


' notes, and would keep them nearly, if not 


quite, at par, and the country would save 
the difference between 84 and 5or 6 per 
cent., as well as the total interest on the 


amount of debt paid off. Such a result 


would satisfy the immediate purposes of re- 


funding, and there is no question that this 
scheme would be more favored in Congress 
than any other varying from the bill passed 
by the House and now before the Senate. 
But there are other considerations that 


ought not to be ignored. There are indirect 


and more or less remote advantages to be 
had from a judicious refunding measure, 
even more important than the immediate and 
obvious advantages. For instance, refund- 
ing at as low arate of interest as 3 per cent., 


under any reasonable conditions, and with 


the bonds at par, would of itself bea signal 


benefit and a very lasting one. It would, as 
Mr. SHERMAN very justly remarks, be some- 
thing which no other nation has ever done; 
that is to say, it would place the credit of 
the United States decidedly and conspicu- 


ously above that of all other nations, 
And what may be called the reflex 


effect of such an achievement, would 
be ot higher value than its direct 
effect.

ron andanti-Cameron influence, Itis equally 


clear that neither of the candidates who 


stand for the two sides of this conflict of the 
politicians can be elected, and it is quite 
time that the dignity of the Legislature and 
the interests of the Republican Party at 


large were consulted, and some man chosen 


who is not identified with this fight of fac- 


tion leaders. 

The Pennsylvania Legislature consists of 
50 Senators and 201 Representatives, but at 
the beginning of the present session there 
Was one vacancy in the upper, and two in 


the lower, branch. Of the 49 Senators hold- 


ing seats, 82 are Republicans and 17 Demo- 
crats. Of the 199 Representatives, 121 are 
Republicans and %8 Democrats. Accord- 
ingly, in the joint session, where 125 would 
be sufficient to elect, the Repablicans have 153 


votes and the Democrats 95. Under these 


circumstances the election of a Republican 


Senator ought to be an easy matter, and all 
talk of combination with Democrats is ridic- 
ulous. The Democrats have nothing to gain 
by it without bargaining that would be dis- 
creditable to both sides, unless a man of their 
own choice were accepted, which would be 


disgraceful to the Republicans. The present 


contest was pretty distinctly defined before 
the Legislature met, although the relation of 
Senator CAMPRON to it was not so directly 
recognized. Mr. Grow entered the prelim- 
inary canvass early, and avowedly on his 


merits as a candidate, Mr, OLIVER was 
also put forward on his merits, although he 
was known to have the favor of Mr. Cam- 


ERON. For weeks the supporters of the two 
men vied with each other in boasting of their 
strength and declaring their confidence of 
success. When it was ascertained, on the 
gathering of the forces at Harrisburg, that 
Mr. OxtverR had an undoubted majority of 
the Republican members of the Legislature, 
the Grow men refused to take part in the 
caucus by which he was made the “regu- 
lar’’ candidate. ° How far the individual le- 
gislator or the individual voter is to consider 
himself bound by caucus action, even when he 
takes part in it, is a question on which there 
is more than one opinion, but it seems to be 
regarded as an axiom that he can retain his 
independence by keeping out of it, and this 
is what the Grow men did. They have con- 
sidered themselves under no obligation to 
vote for the regular candidate because they 
took no part in nominating him. Whatever 
may be thought of the reason, it will be gen- 
erally admitted that they have a right to vote 
for or against any man according to their 
conviction of political duty. 


But men acting in a representative capaci- 
ty for the people have no right to persist in 
a contest of factions to the sacrifice of the 
higher interests of their party and their 
State. Whether for the reason that he 
stands for the political power of Mr. 
CAMERON or for some other reason, it is evi- 
dent that Mr. OLiver cannot be elected, 
because those who are now supporting 
Mr. Grow are determined that he 
shall not be, and there is no hope 
of help from the Democrats, whose 
caucus unanimously nominated Senator 
Watuiacr. It is still more evident that 
Mr. Grow cannot be elected, because the 
supporters of OLIVER are determined that 
he shall not be, and they constitute a ma- 
jority of the party in the joint assembly. 
The number of Republicans who refused to 
take part in the caucus was 58. On the 
first ballot, Mr. OxrverR received 95 votes, 
Mr. Grow 656, and Mr. Wattacr 93. 
There has been little variation in 
their relative strength since, though 
the ballots have fluctuated in consequence 
of pairs and absences. Latterly a disposi- 
tion has been shown to keep up the daily 
ballotings as a mere formality without hope 
of result, but with a view to some undefined 
contingency, perhaps a failure to elect, which 
would lead to anappointment by the Govern- 
or, probably of Mr. Oxtver, whom he 
is said to favor. The whole business 
threatens to become disgraceful. It is 
not for any one man to name the Senator 
for a State, and if his election is to de- 
generate into a fight with a political ‘‘ boss,” 
it is time some means were found of secur- 
ing a real representation of the people in 
these cases. If the members of the Penn- 
sylvania Legislature have any sense of their 
duty and responsibility to the people, they 
will throw off the trammels of Cameron 
and anti-Cameron influence, and elect some 
man to the Senate who is identified with 
neither, but who is a competent exponent 
of the principles of the Republiean Party. 


A DILATORY CONGRESS. 

There are thirty-one working days left for 
the completion of the labors of this Congress. 
By “ labors’? we mean the work which is ab- 
lutely necessary to be done in order that the 
Government may be carried op for another 
year. The appropriations to be made by this 
Congress will be needed in various depart- 
ments of the Government for the year begin- 
ning June 30, 1881. Nevertheless, not ali of 
the bills appropriating money for general 
purposes are really necessary. The River 
and Harbor Appropriation bill, for exam- 
ple, provides for the expenditure of 
more than eight millions of dollars, and it is 
notorious that the bill is filled with the self- 
ish schemes of individual Congressmen. It 
would be a good thing forthe country if this 
bill should fail. Of the dozen great appro- 
priation bills actually necessary, not less than 
four are yet to be reported to the House. 
These are the Legislative, Executive, and 
Judicial Appropriation bill, the Sundry Civil 
bill, the Deficiency bill, and the Agricultural 
bill. This last-named measure might be de- 
ferred for the present, it is true, but its pas- 
sage by this Congress is very much needed, 
and there is a general popular demand for 
its prompt enactment.

some of the great appropriation bills must fail. 
This will make necessary an extra session of 
Congress. And anextra session is not desired 
by the Democrats, as they would lose control 
of much patronage very soon after March 4. 
The official existence of the members of the 
House will cease on that day, but a great 
number of employes and clerks, now under 
appointment from Democratic members, 
will hold over until their successors are ap- 
pointed, next December, when the Republi- 
cans will be in possession. An extra session 
will cut short their tenure of oflice, and turn 
them once more upon the cold charities of 
the world. 

The new Apportionment Dbillis another 
measure which is dear to the Democratic 
heart, although there is no good reason 
why it should not go over until the next 
Congress assempbies, as it undoubtedly will if 
the Democrats persist in forcing the Elec- 
toral count scheme at this session. If the 
resolutions are to be operative in the next 
Electoral count, they must pass both houses 
of Congress before Feb. 9, as that is the day 
fixed by law for the assembling of the 
two houses in joint convention, when the 
returns must be opened and read. But the 
majority, by insisting on the consideration 
of the resolutions, may block the legitimate 
course of business to such a degree that an 
extra session may become needful. In the 
Senate, various hopeless schemes have been 
made to consume much valuable time. 
The Holladay bill was made to stretch over 
eight or ten sessions of the Senate; and, 
even when it was obvious that it could not 
possibly pass the present House of Repre- 
sentatives, Senators persisted in talking 
about it, and hindering the consideration of 
business of national importance by debating 
this hopeless case. The Indian Severalty 
bill, as it is called, is another impracticable 
and wholly hopeless scheme of legislation. 
It ought never to pass the Senate in its 
present form; and, if it shouid pass that 
body, it has no more chance of getting 
through the House than a revision 
of the tariff would have. Congress 
is just now in the condition in which every 
other Congress has been at the close of its 
official term of life. Many fruitless schemes 
obstruct the way, and desirable legislation re- 
mains almost wholly untouched. Valuable 
time has been wasted by indolent and dila- 
tory Congressmen, and many laws will be 
thrust upon the statute-book at the end of 
the session, ill-digested, and not even under- 
stood by the men who vote for their passage. 
Congressmen never learn from example. 
Each succeeding Congress follows the vi- 
cious methods pursued by its predecessor. 


DRACONIAN SEVERITY. 

The Administration of President Hayes 
has been very acceptabie to the Temperance 
people. Itis believed that since Mr. Hayes 
entered the White House neither beer nor 
wine, not to speak of spirits, has made its 
appearance on the Presidential table. Guests 
who have dined with the President have 
been compelied either to drink water or to 
bring their own bottles and to slake their 
thirst privately behind the door. Still sterner 
has been the opposition shown by Mr. HayEs 
to drunkenness in the Army. Officers ad- 
dicted to that vice have been tried by court- 
martial, and the great majority of those who 
have been found guiity have been punished 
by the President with a Draconian severity 
that, however painful it may seem to the 
humane mind, must have been of inestima- 
ble benefit to the Army. 

Under previous Administrations, officers 
found guilty of drunkenness were rarely pun- 
ished except by dismissal. The officer who 
became intoxicated while on duty, or who 
conducted himself in a disgraceful way 
while intoxicated, was tried by court-martial 
and in most cases sentenced to be cashiered. 
Unfortunately, the predecessors of Mr. 
Hayes in the Presidential chair were not 
professed friends to the cause of total ab- 
stinence, and they merely confirmed the 
sentences passed by courts-martial upon 
drunken officers. It isapparent at a glance 
that this was culpable weakness, The 
cashiered officers retired to civil life, where 
they became Democratic candidates for 
municipal offices or engaged in business 
and made money more or less rapidly. Their

Who would be reckless enough 
to rob the mail with the prospect of a Presi- 
dential pardon staring him in the face? 


When the President has done so much 
good by his severity toward one class of 
offenders, it is, perhaps, ungracious to find 
fault with him because he has not shown 
alike severity toward all criminals. Still, 
it is a pity that he has not been as 
earnest a foe of counterfeiters and of offend- 
ers against those laws which it is Mr. Com- 
STOCK’s province to enforce as he has been of 
Army drunkards. He will be justly canon- 
ized by the Temperance people, but it could 
have been wished that the enemies of coun- 
terfeiting and of the trade in indecent litera- 
ture could have also praised him as their 
apostle and patron. 


Every one will appreciate Chief-Justice 
Daty’s prompt efforts in endeavoring to urge on 
the Government the absolute necessity of sending 
out some vessel in search of the Jeannette. The 
only wonder is that public opinion has been so 
lukewarm as to the fate of the many brave men on 
the veannetfe. While the acting Secretary of the 
Navy, Commodore Jerrers, is apparently hesitat- 
ing as to what would be the more economical 
method of securing a vessel to be sent in search of 
the missing Jeannette, the golden opportunity may 
escape. No worthiess nor second-hand craft should 
be sent on an expedition of this character, that fs, 
if the search for the -/eannette is to be diligently 
made, for if a poor ship were sent on whatisa 
dangerous mission we might be forced to fit outa 
third vessel to be sent to succor the second one. 
There really seems as if there wasa great deal of 
unnecessary red tape strangling this business, and 
that naval forms which might govern ordinary con- 
tingencies are to be the rule in this, which is 
an exceptional case. Commodore Jerrers says, if 
rightly reported, that the cost of fitting out a ves- 
sel would amount to $75,000, and that “that sum 
would have to be specially appropriated, as there is 
no existing appropriation which is available.” We 
cannot see why there should be any necessity fora 
special appropriation. Would the Navy Depart- 
ment require a special appropriation to fit out a 
vessel for a ernise in European waters? Existing 
regulations seem to give ample authority for fitting 
out our ships for any bnsiness required of them, 
and can hardly be construed as limiting the exact 
seas in which a vessel must cruise. If it has been 
the plan of the acting Secretary of the Navy to de- 
termine for the Spring months that there shall 
be such and such a number of vessels sent to 
particular stations, let the prospective trip 
of one or more such vessels be indefi- 
nitely postponed and the money aiverted from 
their equipment for the proper fitting out of a 
good United States vessel for the purpose of finding 
the Jeannette. Time is a thing absolutely neces- 
sary in preparing any vessel for an Arctic cruise, 
and between now and the period when she ought 
to be ready to start the time is very short. What 
has been apparently quite wanting in this business 
is spontaneity onthe part of the Navy Department, 
with a decided tendency to take things most leis- 
urely, according to the unswerving dictates of that 
military and nava) canon commonly known as 
“yroutine.”” It is quite certain that Chief-Justice 
DaLy will urge immediate action, and it is to be 
hoped that the “* how not to do it” will be prodded 
into “how to do it most effectively at once.”

Housekeepers in the City have discovered 
long ago that eggs are very high this Winter in 
consequence of the unusual cold. They are higher 
now than ever, the best selling at our retail gro- 
ceries at 60 cents a dozen—a figure which they have 


not reached before, it is said, for many years. This 
exorbitant price {is declared to be due to a 


corner in eggs, speculators having been busy 
for somo weeks in buying up all they 
could get on Long Island, in this State, Pennsyl- 
vania, Canada, and the West. As the severity of 
the season is likely to continue, and as it is a 
well-known fact that hens will not lay freely 
in very cold weather, particularly when the 


food they pick up is covered with snow, 


speculators will probably make money by thelr 
recent operations. Many families in, ordinary 
circumstances have felt obliged to give up their 
general use of eggs at breakfast owimg to their 
dearness. At hotels and restaurants eggs are 
always very high, compared witn other articles of 
food, perhaps to provide for an extraordinary rise 


like the present, which comes once, maybe, in 20 


years. The common price there is 2% cents 
for two eggs, which will pay a large profit, 
even when they rule by retail at 5 cents each, 
which, of course, hotel-keepers and restaurateurs 
never pay. The number of eggs consumed in this 
country is enormous, and has been rapidly increas- 
ing for a quarter of a century. As many as 


10,000,000 have been shipped hither annually 
from Montreal alone, and it is computed that 
more than thrice that number come East from 
Ohio and the interior States. Eggs are reported 
also as very scarce and dear this Winter in Great 
Britain, where some 400,000,000, valued at near 
$8,000,000, are annually imported, mainly from the 
Continent. It has been estimated that the con- 
sumption in the United States reaches more than 
1,000,000,000 every year, so that the advance this 
season must mako considerable difference in the 
income and outgo of regular dealers

ports are conveying 27,000 men from Smyrna 
vo the Gulf of Volo as a precaution.

Greece, and Santa Maura as that of Western

A dispatch from Constantinople says the ru- 
mors that the Greeks are fomenting the move- 
ment in Albania are entirely unfounded, The 
Greeks have no relations with the north-east- 
ern districts of Albania, to which the insur- 
rection if still confined. 

Sir Charles Dilke, Under Foreign Secretary, 
gave a confirmation in the House of Commons 
to-day of the statement that the Hon. George 
J. Goschen, Ambassador to Turkey, would 
start for Constantineple in a few days. Sir 
Charles Dilke said the Government trusted 
that the negotiations now pending would lead 
to such united action of the powers as would 
effect a peaceable solution of the Greek ques- 
tion. 

ATHENS, Jan. 31.—In the Chamber of Depu- 
fies to-day, Premier Coumoundouros stated 
jhat the Porte rejected arbitration and pro- 
posed the conference at Constantinople before 
Preece replied to the recommendation to ac- 
rept arbitration. The Government believed 
the conference would be more injurious to the 
mterests of Greece than arbitration. The 
povernment had not yet received any in- 
formation from the foreign Ministers at 
Athens with regard to the conference.

ANNA MARIA HALL. 

A dispatch from London this morning an- 
nounces the death of Mrs. Anna Maria Hail, the 
well-known authoress and wife of S. C. Hall, the au- 
thor. Mrs. Hall, whose maiden name was Fielding, 
was born at Wexford, Ireland, and on her mother’s 
side was of mingled French and Scottish descent. 
At the age of 15 she went to reside in London, 
and was married to Mr. Hall in 1824, 
Her first work, “Sketches of Irish Char- 
acter,”; was published in 1828, and did 
much to soften political and religious preju- 
dices im Ireland. Then followed ‘Chroni- 


cles of a School-room,” and then ‘“‘ The Buccaneer,” 
in 1832. In 1884 appeared ‘Tales of Woman’s 
Trials;”? in 1835, ‘‘ The Gutlaw,”’ a novel of the reign 
of James II., and then ** Uncle Horace’’ and * Lights 
and Shadows of Irish Character.’”’ ‘‘ The Groves 
of Blarney,” a tale which occupies part of the 
first volume of this work, was produced at 
the Adeiphi in 1838, ‘The French Refugee’ 
made a hit at St. James’s’ Theatre 
Marian; or, A Young Maid’s’ Fortunes,’ 
went through several editions, and was translated 
into German and Dutch. “Stories of the Insh 
Peasantry” appeared Chambers’s Edin- 
burgh Journal, and were subsequent- 
ly published in a collected form, with- 
her husband she produced an illustrated work on 
** Treland; Its Scenery, Character, &c.”” In 1845 ap- 
peared her work, ‘The White Boy,” and in 1847, 
** Midsummer Eve,” a fairy tale, which was originally 
published in the Art Journal. Ten years later she 
wrote ‘Can Wrong be Right?’ and in 1862, ** The 
Fight of Faith.” She wrote forthe <Art Journal a 
number of sketches of the homes and haunts of 
genius and virtue in England. entitled ‘Pilgrimages 
to English Shrines.” Mrs. Hall also wrote several 
stories and sketches with the object of pro- 
moting temperance, and also severai books 
for children, among which are * Daddy Dacre” and 
“The Prince of the Fair Family.”’ She assisted her 
husbandin ‘The Book of the Thames” and “ The 
Book of South Wales.”

CHARLES F. WORRELL, D. D. 

The Rev. Charles F. Worrell, D. D., Pastor 
of the Presbyterian Church of Manasquan, N. J., 
died at his home at Perrineville, N. J., Jan. 27, after 
an illness of two months, at the age of 77 years. He 
was born in Pennsylvania, but hs lived most of his 
life in New-Jersey. He was graduated at Princeton 
College, early entered the Presbyterian ministry, 
and has lived a faithful Pustor in that church for 


over 50 years. For many years he preached at Per- 
rineville, N. J., where he owned a farm, on which 
he resided up to the time of his death. About 12 
years ago he accepted the call to preach at Manas- 
quan, where he has labored ever since, and was 
much beloved by his flock. His funeral took place 
on Monday from the old Tennant Church, of his- 
toric memory, near Freebold and the battle-field of 
Monmouth. It was largely attended by the clergy 
and citizens from ail parts of the county. Dr. 
Worreil was one of the oldest ministers in the State. 
His wife is very ill, and her death is hourly ex- 
pected.

These 25 per- 
sons were distriputed into four boats which left 
the St. Albans at 1:20 o’clock yesterday afternoon. 
She was then just ready to founder. The four 
boats kept well together and worked shoreward 
all night, arriving as already described. Three of 
the boats have landed at this writing and the fourth 
is yet out, but will doubtless be safely beathed.

GEN. TOWNSEND'S ORDER 


HE EXPLAINS WHY HH ISSU&D IT 
70 THE SIXTY-NINTH. 


CHARGING A FEE TO BENEFIT OTHERS THE 


POINT OF OBJECTION-—-NO INTERFER- 
ENCE WITH A REGIMENT RECEPTION— 
GOV. CORNELL’S VIEWS—THE CASE IN 


THE ASSEMBLY. 


Auzaxy, Jan. 31.—Military men have read 


with some astonishment that the order of Adjt.- 


Gen. Townsend to the Sixty-ninth Regiment pro- 
hibiting the charge of an admission fee to its ar- 
mory in aid of an enterprise entirely disconnected 
from military affairs has created a feeling of indig- 


nation, In order to ascertain the facts in the case, 


and to discover the reasons of the Adjutant-Gen- 


eral for the course he has adopted, the correspond- 


ent of Tux Tres calied this morning upon Gen. 
Townsend, and directed his attention to the ac- 
counts of the matter told in the New-York papers. 
Gen. Townsend expressed his surprise that there 
should be any feeling manifested toward him. 


“Yea, Sir,” he said, “ the order of Col, Cavanagh 


came tome several days ago. It bore date on the 
17th of January, and I probably received it a day 
ortwo later. My attention was not at that time 


called to the particulars of the order, and as I was 


reparing my annual report for submission to the 
egislature, I had not the leisure to examine it 
carefully myself. When the order came to be 


carefully examined it was found to contain the fol- 
lowing paragraph: 


“*V, Only members of the regiment in untform and 
invited military guests will be admitted free, the regi- 
ment for this occasion having perinitted the Rev. 
Father Dealy to charge an admission fee to help raise 
funds for establishing a college in his parish.’ 


** As soon as this paragraph in the order of Col. 
Cavanagh came to my notice I directed Assistant 
Adjt.-Gen. McEwan to revoke that section of 
the order, as it was entirely opposed to the mili- 
tary code to permit the use of the State arsenals 
for any other purposes than those of the service 
for which they are provided, The order was issued 
on Friday as follows:

SPECIAL ORDERS No. 12.—!. Paragraph 5 of General 
Orders No 2.dated Head-quarters Sixty-ninth Regi- 
ment, N. G. 8. N. Y., New-York, Jan. 17, 1881, is hereby 
revoked. The armories of the National Guard or its 
organizations are not to be empioyed for the purposes 
mentioned in the paragraph.

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““There was no reason,” said Gen. Townsend, 
“for selecting the Sixty-ninth Regiment to be 
made an example of, nor was there any intention 
of annoying that organization. There was a simple 
duty to be performed. My attention had been 
drawn to the fact that Col. Cavanagh proposed to 
charge an admission fee to his armory, not for the 
benefit of the regiment, but for a charitable under- 
| 


taking entirely without a military character. All 
that remained for me to do was to revoke so much 
of the order issued by him as referred to the pro- 
posed charge to visitors. The revocation of that 
order does not interfere with the reception and 
concert to be given as part of the celebration of 
their reception of the colors.” 
* But, Gen. Townsend, there are complaints that 
entertainments, concerts, recitations, dances, and 
other amusements have been permitted to be 
held in different armories in New-York, and 
that you have not objected to them or to a 
charge for admission?” said the correspondent. 
**No notice of any such performance as the one 
proposed in the general orders of Col. Cavanagh 
has reached me. If the Seventh Regiment has 
iven entertainments in its old armory, all that I 
ave known of have been given in aid of regi- 
mental objects strictly. They were fora military 
purpose. If they have used their new armory for 
other than a military purpose I have not been noti- 
fied of it. I might say the same of the Twenty- 
second Regiment Armory. It is no new thing, this 
prohibition of the use of regimental armories for 
other purposes than those for which they were 
built or rented.’” 
Gen. Townsend then produced his speciat order 
book, and under date of Oct. 14, 1880, was found 
special order No, 212. issued to Major-Gen. Brink- 
er, of Rochester. The General was anxious to 
secure the use of an armory fora fair to be given 
for the benefit of a church. Father Stewart. 
Pastor of the church, came to Albany, and with 
Gen. Cart, Secretary of State, endeavored to ob- 
tain the necessary permission from Gen, Town- 
send. The answer was an unequivocal * No,” and 
Gen. Townsend issued the following order, No. 212: 
“ Major-Gen. H. Brinker, commanding Seventh Di- 
vision, will prohibit and prevent the use of any State 
armory in his division for purposes other than those 
of amilitary character, excepting that receptions of 
asocial nature by organizations occupying the same 
may be authorized by the senior commanding officer 
on duty, with the troops stationed there, but such re- 
ecptions are to be of a purely social nature for the 
pleasure and benefit of the command, disconnected 
from any fair fora charitable or any other purpose, 
or for any entertainment in the nature of a concert or 
theatrical performance or other exhibition of like 
character.” 

“This order,” said Gen. Townsend, “might be 
modified, as it was not intended to prevent fairs 
for the benefit of the regiment, The rest of it isin 
keeping with the spirit of the Code and with its 
letter. Here is another order issued earlier in the 
year. It gives you an idea of the position of the 
commanding officer in this matter. No question 
arose here, the order being merely a formal one, 
transferring the care of an arsenal or armory 
and an officer of the National Guard.” 
The Adjutant-General showed special order No. 
46, dated March 24, 1880, which turned over to 
Lieut.-Col. Thomas H. Tremper, commanding the 
Twentieth Battalion, the completed armory at 
Kingston, and authorized him to oecupy and com- 
mand it. Jt went onto say: “He will be held re- 
sponsible for the proper care of this armory 
and for its exclusive’ military use, and 
only by ‘-his comamand, Military recep- 
tions or entertainments by his command, 
orits subdivisions, at proper intervals, are per- 
mitted as a military use.” Gen. Townsend said he 
could see no occasion for great disappointment to 
the Sixty-ninth Regiment, as it was only necessary 
to disregard the paragraph requiring the payment 
ot afee for the benefit of some sort of school or 
college in which Father Dealy was interested. He 
would not hesitate, he said, to revoke a similar or- 
der should it reach his notice, let it come from any 
regiment in New-York that might be named. There 
was no notion of showing disrespect for one regi- 
ment as compared with the others. It was not the 
regiment that should feel annoyed, because it 
could invite its friends at the presentation of colors. 
The only cisappointed people he could think of 

| would be the intended beneficiaries. 
Concerning the report in Tur Timers of to-day 
containing a statement that members of the regi- 
ment proposed appealing to Gov. Cornell, as Com- 
mander-in-Chief, to overrule the order of Adjt.- 
Gen. Townsend, the correspondent called upon 
the Governor to ascertain if he had received 
any petition on the subject. He said he 
had not received any communication about 
it, and saw no reason why he_= should 
be appealed to. He wanted to know if the Times’s 
correspondent had seen Gen. Townsend’s order 
pointing out the objectionable paragraph in Col. 
Cavanagh’s order, and said he thought that ought 
to settle the matter. The reception did not appear 
to be objected to. It was the charge of a fee for 
the benetit of something in which the State was 
not concerned, or which was not of a military 
character. In the Assembly, to-night, Col. M. C. 
Murphy, of New-York, offered a resolution, imme- 
diately after the reading of the journal, as follows: 
Resolved, That the Adjutant-General be, and he is 
hereby, requested to report the reasons for the issuing 
of his order prohibiting the presentation of a stand of 
regimental colors to the Sixty-ninth Regiment of the 
Nationa! Guard of the State of New-York 
CoL Murphy asked unanimous consent to have 
the resolution considered at once. The Speaker 
announced that as debate arose the resolution 
should go over. Mr. Murphy rather impatiently 
rose with his blue-book in his hand to declare that, 
unless objection was made, the resolution couid be 
considered at that time, and he would like 
to see the gentleman who objected rise 
and stand in his place. Mr, Chamberlain 
very promptly rose in his place and said 
he wished to debate the resolution, wnereupon 
Mr. Murphy remarked that he was giad to see the 
gentleman exhibiting his true colors so early in the 
session. Atterward Mr. Murphy said in conversa- 
tion that he only desired to give the Adjutant- 
Genera! an opportunity to set himself right, and in- 
timated that he regarded the storm raised about 
the so-called prohibition a sort of tempest in a 
tea-pot.

| THE ORDER RIGHT, BUT ISSUED UNNECES- 

SARILY LATE—FATNMER DEALY’S VIEWS. 

Adjt. James Moran, of the Sixty-ninth Regi- 
; ment, sent telegrams to each of the Captains of 
| companies early yesterday morning to give notice 
} to the men in their command that the order for the 
assembly at the armory last evening for the pres- 
ention of the colors voted at the St. Francis Xavier 
fair had been countermanded. Before noon every 
member of the regiment had been officially in- 
formed that he was at liberty to spend the evening 
in his own way. The officers of the regiment, 
while they could not conceal their chagrin in being 
selected asa ‘shining example” of the necessity 
of enforceing discipline in the National Guard, 
readily conceded that in principle the Adjutant- 
General was right. Capt. Stephen P. Ryan said: 
“Gen. Townsend unquestionably possesses the 
right to prevent the armories from being 
used for purposes foreign to those for which 
they were assigned to the National Guard; but, at 
the same time, it looks like a ‘snap judgment’ for 
him to arrive at that conclusion several weeks 
atterour orders have been issued, and aftertickets 
had presumably been sold. The regiment had 
nothing to do with the disposition of tickets, but it 
had incurred the expense of hiring its band— 
about $300—and of other incidentals before the 
order was received. Someof these expenses have 
already been paid, and the regimental band will 
undoubtedly expect some compensation for the 
loss of its time, as it will probably 
be unable to secure another engagement 
on such short notice.” Col. Cavanagh, 
when it was suggested to him that the Adjutant- 
General had hitherto wey. insisted that commu- 
nications to him from regimental officers should 
pass through division and brigade head-quarters, 
thus leaving the Colonel a loop-hole of escape b 
ignoring the communication as having come ae 
rectly from general head-quarters, replied that 


he had t of that, but did not wish to 
captious in the matter. The affair had been placed 
the ds of a committee, which would hold a con- 
ference with the church authorities and decide 
pon a place where the entertainment could be 


u 
d ag early as possible, so that the tickets al 
ber 8 sold wh Ren without loss to the ob- 


ject which it was sought to benefit. He did not 
think the Adjutant-General could or would take 
exception to such action. Major P. K. Horgan, 
Major Edward Duffy, and other officers expressed 
simllar views. 

The Rev. P. F. Dealy. S. J., Pastor of St. Francis 
Xavier’s Church, expressed his regret that the 
order of Adjt.-Gen. Townsend should have tnter- 


fered with the ceremony of presentation. “It was 


11 o'clock on Saturday night,” Father Dealy said, 
“when Col. Cavanagh called at the pastoral resi- 
dence and apprised me of the fact that the order 
had been issued and mailed to his house. The post- 
mark on the official envelope was dated the 29th, 
showing that Gen. Townsend waited until the last 
moment to transmit his order. He must have been 
aware that Sunday intervened and that the pres- 
entation was fixed for this evening. I do not know 


much about military usages, but 1 have been 


informed that it is customary for the Adjutant- 
jeneral of the State to address all orders to the di- 
vision commander, who transmits them through 
brigade head-quarters to the regimental Adjutants. 
This order was sent to Col. Cavanagh personally. 
Everybody thinks it strange that Gen. Townsend 
should in this particular case depart from a time- 
honored custom. Iam told the Governor was 
not in Albany when the order was sent, 


and several gentlemen whom I have consul'ed 


to-day expressed the opinion that if he was at 


home he would reseind it. I can hardly think Gen. 
Townsend was actuated by hostility to the Cath- 
olic Church, but in this opinion I seem to be alone. 
I am unwilling to ascribe any uncharitable mo- 
tives, for I do not think any State military officer 
would be so bigoted asto allow his preludices to 
overcome his good judgment or to interfere with a 
work of charity. The presentation was intended 
to be a fitting compliment to the regiment, and I 
was endeavoring to make it as handsome as possi: 
ble. We did not intend to have it a strictly Catholic 
affair, because there are Protestauts as well as 
Catholics in the regiment.” Of the 70 gen- 
tlemen who accepted invitations to act as Vice- 
Chairmen on the occasion, a large number, Father 
Dealy added, were Protestants. In the list were 
Gen. Chester A. Arthur, the Hon. W. W. Astor, 
Judge John R. Brady, ex-Mayor Edward Cooper, 
Surrogate D. C. Calvin, Col. Frederick A. Conkling, 
Mr. Joseph H. Choate, Judge Charles P. Daly, Mr.

NEWBURG'’S WATER SUPPLY. 

NEWBURG, Jan. 31.—The lack of rain last 
Summer and Fall is severely felt in this region. 
The Hudson is unusually salty, and ponds and 
streams are very low. The Little Pond, New- 
bur g’s source of water supply, is lower than ever 
before. The city only secures water by pumping 
it up to its pipes, which usually are covered to a 
depth of several feet, and it is then of an execrably 
bad quality, having what is known as ‘the rotten- 


wood odor.” Sawand other mills are stopped at 
Marlborough, Sbawangunk, Walden, Mountzain- 
ville and other places for want of water, some of 
the streams having been dry for months. The 
Laflin & Rand Powder Company’s works, in the 
town of Newburg. have been idle since the 1st of 
December. Its water-power is secured from the 
outlet of Orange Lake, which was never known to 
fail before. Now the lake, a large body of water, 
is lower than anybody remembers it to have been 
before, and scarcely a ea passes over the pow- 
der works’ dam, The mills hove a capacity of 200 
kegs of powder daily, so the stoppage has already

An advertisement was published yesterday 
palling the annual meeting of the stockholders of the 
** Universal Conservatory and Zoological Garden 
Company, Limited,” at the office of the company, 
No. 187 Broadway, on Thursday, Feb. 10. There 
appeared at the same time, in one of the afternoon 
gewspapers, an article purporting to describe what 
the U. C. A. Z.G.C., L., is. The scheme, according 
to this article, is to establish a zoological garden sim- 
lar to those in London and Paris. The Park Com- 
missioners decided, however, (so the story runs,) 
that the Central Park cannot be given over wholly 
to the anties of sore-cyed monkeys and enfecbled 
boaonstrictors, and in 1879 the U. C. A. Z.G.C., 
L., evoluted ttself, and evolved an organization 
oud bought 35 acres of land at One Hundred and 
Fifty-fifth-street extending from FEighth-avenue 
to St. Nicholas-avenue and the Harlem River, 
Work will begin ‘still following the thread of this 
interesting narrative) as soon as the weather will 
permit. The plans of the various buildings are 
sompleted. The main entrance to the garden is 
to be on the corner of One Hundred and Fifty- 
seventh-street and Eighth-avenue. Here it is pro- 
posed to erect a building 100 by 90 feet, in Moorish 
style, for the officers of the company, with a series 
of arcades, fronting on Eighth-avenue, for the 
tropical carnivora. For the larger tropical animals 
there will be an extension of these arcades along 
One Hundred and Fifty-eighth-street 525 feet in 
length and 50 feet wide, while the arcades on Eighth- 
avenue will be 1,000 feet long and 75 feet wide. Pa- 
vilians are to be erected on both corners. The 
garden will be divided by the main avenue, 70 feet 
wide. “To the north, directly opposite a large 
fountain, wil! be a Chinese pagoda, 65 by 125 feet. 
West of this temple, at the foot of a bluff, will be 
the antelope house, 40 by 80 feet, while to the right 
will be a stone quarry. This will be converted into 
bear-pits, which will adjoin the ow! and bat ruin, 
running along the wall of the aqueduct for a length 


of 250 feet. The top of these ruins will forma 
romenade 15 feet wide, leading to the dairy 
uilding.

A CHINESE FEAST. 


MEMBERS OF A SUNDAY-SCHOOL ENTERTAIN 
THEIR FRIENDS. 

Connected with the Sunday-school of Trinity 
Baptist Church, in Fifty-fifth-street, near Lexing- 
ton-avenue, is 2 class of 30 young Chinamen, who 
are taught every Sunday the way they should go 
and otherwise labored with, much to their spir- 
ftnal and physical well-being. These young men 
feel grateful to thelr instructors forthe care that 
is taken with them, and they proposed a short 
time ago to entertain their teachers and friends on 
New Year's night with a Chinese banquet, to be 
prepared all by themselves and to consist en- 
tireiy of Chinese dishes. This loving offer was ac- 


cepted, and last evening there assembled in the 
Sunday-school rooms of the church about 200 
iadies and gentlemen, including the Superin- 
tendent of the school, Mr. E. D. Jones, and the Pas- 
tor of the church, the Rev. Dr. J. B. Simmons. The 
young Chinamen, all as fresh and neat.as possible, 
sat in a row behind the organ, and one-half of the 
room was filled with tables, on which were some 
handsome bouquets of paper flowers, and many 
cups and saucers. Over the platform were several 
Chinese pictures, and some large sheets of paper 
bearing Chinese characters. Superintendent Jones 
made a brief address, saying that there are 100,000 
Chinamen in the United States and 2,000in this City. 
Dr. Simmons offered a prayer, and four of the young 
Chinamen read, by turns, the twenty-fifth Psalm 
in very good English, but with the sing-song tone 
always noticeable in Chinese conversation. Ah 
Wing, the master of ceremonies, sang “* Pass me 
not, O gentile Saviour,’ another Chinaman play- 
ing the organ, and all joining inthe chorus. Loo 
Gin Gon, who was very much of a scared China- 
man, made a short prayer, and the entire class re- 
cited the Lord’s prayer in concert and in English. 
Ah Wing then made an address welcoming every- 
body to the feast. Mrs. Augusta Carto mace a few 
remarks, and Hop Ling sang a solo. The Rev. 
Alfred Taylor, who was called upon fora speech, 
said there should be no more speechee, speechee— 
it was time to eatee, eatee. He interpreted one 
of the Chinese signs, “The righteous man who 
fears God and keeps a good digestion shall enjoy a 
happy New Year.’ Dr. Simmons made a few re- 
marks, and while he was talking the Chinamen 
withdrew to prepare the feast. Ina few minutes 
the guests were invited to sitdown. Every cup 
was filled with tea, cold tea, and the Chinése wait- 
ers immediately began to pass around the delica- 
cies, which consisted entirely of cakes. gellatine, 
and paper flowers. There was a great variety 
ef cakes, some of them containing raisins 
and dried fruits, and covered with icing, 
just like our own. When one __ kind 
of cake was served that looked suspiciously like 
slices of raw sausage, but was covered with icing, 
somebody cried ‘Pussy, pussy, pussy,’ and very 
little of that kind of cake was eaten. The cakes 
were brought in on trays and the waiters handed 
them around with their fingers. There was a 
species of mince pie, but its crust was baked hard, 
and there were little dabs of Sagi | that the China- 
men tried to make their guests belive were edible.

SHEENEY MIKE AGAININ TROUBLE. 


ARRESTED ON SUSPICION—CHARGED WITH 
BURGLARY IN WASHINGTON, 

A telegram was received several days ago 
by Inspector Byrnes, from the Police authorities of 
Washington, D. C., asking for the arrest of Michael 
Sheehan, alias *‘ Sheeney Mike,” a notorious burg- 
lar, who was wanted in that city. On the night of 
the 23d ult. one of the principal dry goods stores in 
Washington was broken into and robbed of $6,000 
worth of silks. Sheehan's picture in the Rogues’ 
Ga'lery in that city was recognized as resembling a 
man who had visited the store a few days before 
the burglary, and on this evidence his arrest was 


sought. er Byrnes instructed his force to 
look for Sheehan, and late on Sunday night De- 
tectives King and Lyons arrested him on Eighth- 
avenue and locked him up at Police Head-quarters. 
Of course, Sheehan denied all knowledge of the 
crime for which he was arrested. and the Police are 
inclined to think that the Washington authorities 
have made amistake. The prisoner was taken to the 
Essex Market Police Court, and was remanded to 
await the arrival of the officers frem Washington. 
Sheehan is about 30 yearsof age, avnative of this 
City, and a carpenter by trade. His criminal his- 
tory is a most eventful one. He was for years as- 
sociated with the gang of skillful and daring burg- 
lars of which George Howard was the leader. 
Sheehan made the acquaintance of Howard in 
Philadelphia, and was associated with him in sey- 
eral burglaries in that city. When Howard took 
up his quarters at No. 478 Fulton-street, Brooklyn, 
he gathered about him one of the strongest bands 
of burglars and thieves that had ever existed. 
Among them were ‘ Ed” and ‘* Wash” Goody, 
“Tom” Draper, ‘‘ Johnny” Dobbs, ** Billy’? Porter, 
“ Jim” Brady, “Johnny” Irving, “‘ Little Rosey,” 
“Jim” Green, John Wilson, alias “‘ Dutch Chris,” 
“Jimmy” Wilmot, alias ‘*Mysterious Jimmy,” 
Frank McCoy, alias “* Big Frank,’ ** Banjo Pete,” 
George Mason, “Joe”? Doliard, and Sheehan. How- 
ard won his place as the chief of the gang by his 
knowledge of safes and the mechanism of combi- 
nation locks, which he had made a special study. 
“‘Sheeny Mike” was esteemed as a valuable mem- 
ber of the combination by reason of his quickness 
to observe the peculiar construction of buildings 
which it was determined to rob and to demonstrate 
their weak points. He was never a bank burglar, 
but he is very clever at secreting himself in build- 
ings and cutting through floors and partitions. He 
is also an expert at safe-breaking, and has a 
peculiar affection for jewelry and silk goods. 
On the 4th of March, 1877, Sheehan was arrested 
for complicity ina burglary in a large dry goods 
store in Boston,and on conviction he was sentenced 
to 12 years’ imprisonment, but was pardoned out 
three or four months ago. While in prison in Wor- 
cester, Mass., he was visited by Detective Wiggins, 
of Boston, who endeavored to extract some infor- 
mation from hfmin regard to the murder of the 
burglar Howard, and alsothe killing of Cashier 
Barron, of the Dexter (Me.) Savings Bank, but 
was not successful.

THE LIEDERKRANZ TO MOVE. 


——- 
INTENDED SALE OF THE FOURTH-STREET 


PROPERTY — SEEKING QUARTERS UP 


TOWN. 


The large building in East Fourth-street 
which has been so long identified with the affairs of 
the Liederkranz Society, is announced for sale; and 
the association will move up town as carly as its 
Board of Managers can make it convenient to do 
so. The property embraces ubout 10,000 square 
feet, fronting on East Fourth-street, and compris- 
ing from No. 31 to No. 35 inclusive--a frontage of 


75 linear feet. The migration uptown cannot, 
however, as Mr. William Steinway, President of 


the association, observed yesterday, take place 
within the next two years, as it will require no less 
period than that to fix upon an eligible situation 
and erect a suitable edifice. The Liederkranz has 
now 800 members and an idle capital of $100,600, 
which it is D -chig ang to invest in a permanent 
structure. he most of the members reside north 
of Twenty-third street, and on this account alone 
the present location of the club-house has be- 
come inconvenient andi unsuitable. Ample time 
will be taken to settle upon the details of the re- 
moval, and the committee has issued proposals for 
a new location, which is limited to the district 
bounded on the south by Thirty-fourth-street, on 
the east by Third-avenue, on the west by Madison- 
avenue, and on the north by Fifty-ninth-street. A 
plot of ground embracing not less than four City 
ots in front is required, with a depth of from 125 
to 150 feet, and such a plot is not readily secured. 

Proposais have been handed in by a number of 
property-holders within the prescribed limits, but 
as yet no particuiar situation has been decided 
upon. A numberof propositions for the property 
now owned by the association, which is especially 
suitable, both in location and style of structure, for 
a large publishing establishment, have also been re- 
ceived and considered by the committee, but none 
of them have been accepted. All that is settled is 
that a new building, equal to the accommodation 
of at least 1,000 persons, will be erected within the 
boundaries designated in the course of the 
next two years. The new building will be 
modeled upon the plan of the present 
structure, with a large hall for musi- 
cal entertainments, masques, carnivals, aud public 
meetings, and private rooms for offices and the ac- 
commodation of members; not to be used, how- 
ever, as those of aclub-house, for dormitory pur 
poses, but for meeting-rooms, &c. The new edifice 
will be erected in an ornate renaissance style. 


THE BROOKLYN DEMOCRACY.

THRASHED IN A OHURCH.

AN ASSAULT WHICH COST A YOUNG MARRIED 
MAN $25. 

A young married woman named Carrie 
Dalton attended mass on Sunday in St. Peter’s 
Roman Catholic Church, corner of Hicks and War- 
ren streets, Brooklyn, of which the Rev. Father 
Fransiola is Pastor. Two collections were made, 
and Father Fransiola announced that at one of 
them pennies would not be received. A man 
named Murtha, who acts in the capacity of col- 
lector and usher, passed the collection-plate to 
Mrs. Dalton. She piaced a penny on the plate, 
which Murtha took up ina gingerly way between 
his finger and thumb, and held up before the whole 
congregation. He then handed the penny back to 
Mrs. Dalton, and told ber to keep it for the general 
collection, when those who could not afford more 
were permitted to pay a penny towerd the church. 
Mr-. Dalton felt very much humiliated by the man- 
ner in which the attention of the congregation was 
attracted to her contribution. She blushingly left 
the church, and going home. told her husband, Mr. 
George F. Dalton, of No. 222 Degraw-street, of the 
occurrence, Mr. Dalton attended the next mass at 
St. Peter’s Church, and when Murtha went ont 
into the vestibule to, get the collection: 
plate, Dalton also stepped out and adminis- 
tered to the collector a sound thrashing in a 
very few moments. Mr. Dalton then returned 
to his seat in the church and staid untii the end of 
the service. He was arrested as he was about 
leaving the building and brought before Justice 
Ferry yesterday morning. The Justice said: “‘You 
are charged, Mr. Dalton, with assault and battery, 
and I am given to understand that the trouble oc- 
curred in a church.” “ It did,” said the accused. 
** What was the cause of the row,” continued the 
court.” 

“This man,’ said the prisoner, pointing to 
Murtha, “insulted my wile, and so I knocked him 
down and rapped him on the nose.” 

“So then you plead guilty?” ‘*Most assuredly I 
do,” replied Mr. Dalton in the tone of a man who 
had done his duty and was proud of it. 

Justice Ferry imposed a fine of $25 and made the 
statement that the offense known as “assault and 
battery”? Was greatly aggravated by the simple fact 
that the assault was committed in the vestibule of 
achurch. Mr. Dalton, who did not seem to concur 
in the opinion of the learned Judge, paid his fine 
cheerfully and looked as if he would not object to 
paying a similar amount for the privilege of thrash- 
ing Murtha over again under similar circumstances.

CHIEF CLERK LONG CENSURED—CONTROL- 


LER CAMPBELL GIVES GOOD ADVICE, 
The Board of Police Justices met last even- 


| ingin the Jefferson Market Court-house. Justice 
| Otterbourg presided. Justices Morgan, Bixby, and 
| Kilbreth presented a report which very severely 
; censured Chief Clerk Du Chaillu Long for his ab- 


sence for 16 days from court duty several months 
ago as being entirely unjustified, and worthy of 
punishment by dismissal. Justice Flammer spoke 
against the adoption of the report without the 
hearing of Clerk Long’s defense by the whole 
board. Justice Kilbreth said Clerk Long had ad- 


mitted his offense. Afteravery sharp discussion 
the report was adopted, Justice Flammer yoting in 
the negative. ‘ : 

A communication was received from the Finance 
Department relating to a commitment made by ex- 
Justice T. Sherman Smith. On dune 23, 1879, a 
man named Herman Schmidt presented five chil- 
dren for commitment to a charitable institution. 
The magistrate ordered an officer of the Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Children to inves- 
tigate the matter. The officer discovered that 
Schmidt had lived a long time in Brooklyn, and had 
resided but a few days in this City for the sole pur- 
pose of procuring the commitment of his cLildren. 
‘The officer reported these facts, but the magistrate 
ordered the officer to make’ an affidavit, and there- 
upon committed the chiJdren to the Ladies’ Debo- 
rah Nursery. President Gerry called the matter 
to the attention of Commissioner Campbell, who 
addressed the following letter to the Eoard of 


Justices: 
CONTROLLER'S OFFICE, Jan. 29, 1881. 
The Honorable Board of Police Justices: 

I submit for your consideration a memorandum left 
with me by Mr. Elbridge . Gerry, President of the 
New-York Society for tre Prevention of Cruelty to 
Chiidren, in regard to the commitment of destitute 
children to the Ladies’ Deborah Nursery and Child's 
Protectory at the expense of the City. It would ap- 
pear from the memorandum and letters annexed that 
these children had been brought from the country 
only a few days before, and for the purpose of having 
them committed to an institution, and they were so 
committed June 29, 1879, and discharged Nov. 24, 1880. 
The support of these children during this period was 
an unjust tax upon the ‘lreasury, and should suggest 
the exercise of the strictest scrutiny in the discharge 
of your jud.cial prerogatives in this class of cases. 
Hereafter no payments will be made by this depart- 
ment to institutions for commitments which are found 
upon examination to be for children not entitled to 
the relief provided by law. Respecttully,

JUDGE DANIELS DECIDES THAT THE CITY 


PAID $7,000 UNNECESSARILY. 
The old Bloomingdale road was used for 


many years by the public on the mere sufferance of 
the owners of property along its line. It was 
widened in 1795, and the right of the public to its 
use was secured by the conveyance to the City of 
an easement inthe land. The fee of this land re- 
mained in the owners of the adjoining real estate. 
When the road was once more widened, and its title 
changed to the Riverside Drive, the City acquired 
the fee of the land. Among the real estate owners 
who granted the original right of way to the pub- 
lic was Nicholas De Peyster. His son and heir— 


George De Peyster—sold to a man named Tobias a 
tract of land, which was described in the convey- 


ance as bounded on its easterly side by the north- 
erly side of the road. This property, which is be- 
tween One Hundred and Eleventh and One Hun- 
dred and Thirteenth streets, passed into the own- 
ership of Messrs. Henry W. T. Mali and Charles 
Mali. At the time the road was changed into the 
Riverside Drive the Messrs. Mali were paid $7,000 
by the City for the fee of the land in front of their 
premises. Mr. Nicholas De Peyster, grandson of 
the original owner, then sued the Messrs. Mali in 
the Supreme Court to recover the $7,000 they had 
received, claiming that the fee of the land in the 
old road never vested in them, but remained in 
George Be Peyster at the time he made the con- 
veyance to Tobias. ’ 

‘The suit was tried before Judge Daniels, without 
ajury,in the Supreme Court, Circult. He filed a 
decision in favor of the defendants yesterday. He 
holds that the deed of conveyance from George 
De Peyster to Tobias must be so construed that the 
land conveyed should be bounded by the side of 
the road nearest to it, and not by the 
furthest side, as the instrument declared 
it to be. It is his opinion, therefore, 
teat no interest or title in the land 
passed to Tobias or to his successors, the defend- 
ants, and that, hence, the latter were improperly 
paid $7,000 as damages by the City. As Nicholas 
de Peyster, the ancestor of the plaintiff, gave the 
City an easement in land in the Bloomingdale road 
in 1795, Judge Daniels holds that the fee which has 
passed down to the plaintiff is of mere nominal 
value so long as the land is used for highway pur- 
poses, and that the plaintiff is not entitled to any 
damages, and, therefore, cannot recover the 
money received by the defendants as such. Mr.

SEIZURE OF LACE, SILK, AND VELVET—WHAT 
THE LADY SAYS. 

Among the passengers by the Britannic, yes- 
terday, was a sharp-featured elderly lady, whose 
name was registered as Mrs. Ray Gordon, Phiiadel- 
phia, and whose business is said to be that of a mil- 
liner; having apartments in the Quaker City. The Cus- 
toms officers fumbled burriedly over the articles in 
hertwo trunks and three long boxes, asshe assured 


them nothing dutiable was concealed in their depths. 
Having satisfied herself that no more attention 
would be — her luggage, she took up three pack- 
ages which she had brought over the ship’s side and 
was marching off the duck when Major Joseph 
Forbes, of the Surveyor's Office, and Special Officer 
Voight intercepted her and asked what the package 
contained. ‘ Only some soiled linen,’ she replied. 
**There’s nothing else, and, as the officer has ex- 
amined them and satisfied himself, I guess I'll go 
right along.”” The packages were unmarked, and, 
hence, could not have been examined, as the 
officers well knew. Mrs. Gordon was _ 80 
positive on this pojnt, however, that 
she was asked to go back and point out the man 
who made the examination. The effort proved a 
dead failure. and one of the packages was then 
opened in spite of ber indignant protests. Soiled 
linen was contained init, and alsoa quantity of 
very fine lace carefully sewed around the inside of 
the chief garment, which shall here be nameless. 
All three packages, the two trunks, and the 
three boxes. were ordered to the seizure- 
room for a _ thorough examination. Their 
owner accompanied them, and in response to 
the officers’ inquiries told several interesting 
off-hand stories. One of these was to the effect 
that she had been robbed in England cf $10,000, 
and the British Vice-Consul, whom she called Mr. 
Nun, loaned her money with which to return home. 
As garment after garment was unfolded and in- 
spected, the stock of dutiable goods increased in 
value and variety. ‘‘ Gentlemen, have you no feel- 
ings?’ she ejaculated as masculine fingers brought 
out strips of silk and velvet and lace from their 
hiding places—always in the interlor of the gar- 
ment under inspection. Over 50 yards each 
of silk and velvet were exhumed. The lace 
Mrs. Gordon said she had stitched to the interior 
of the linen when she went to Europe in order to 
avoid the payment of duties to the English Custom- 
house. She admitted, however, that it was some 
months over two years ago that she went across 
the water, and that she was not in the habit of 
keeping soiled linen that length of time. The 
value of the seizure will amount to about $1,000, 
on which Mrs. Gordon will be required to pay full 
duty if she desires to redeem the goods. 


LOTTERY-DEALERS IN COURT. 


>----- 
A. ORLANDO JACKSON FINED $150—THE CASE 
OF ZACHARIAH E. SIMMONS. 

The case of A. Orlando Jackson, a well- 
known lottery-dealer, indicted for selling Kentucky 
Lottery tickets at No. 82 Nassau-street, was called 
before Judge Gildersleeve, in General Sessions, yes- 
terday, Jackson having pleaded guilty. His Honor 
said he would take Jackson’s age and the fact that 
he had given up the business into account. He 
then imposed a fine of $150, which was promptly 
paid. The case of Zachariah E. Simmons, one of 
the most prominent of the Kentucky Lottery 
dealers, was then called. Simmons, who 
is Jackson's son-in-law, was twice indicted, 
on complaint of Mr. Anthony Comstock, 
for selling Kentucky Lottery tickets at No. 
599 Broadway. The fact having become known 
that Messrs. John Graham and H. M. Whitehead 
would argue a motion to quash the indictments 
against Simmons, the court-room was crowded 
with well-known lottery men. Counsel for the 
accused moved to quash on the ground that there 
had been no evidence whatever before the Grand 
Jury, but that that body had found the indictments 
on the strength of a speech made by Mr. Comstock, 
and that the Grand Jury had ordered an indict- 
ment for one offense, to which the District Attor- 
ney, in drawing up the bill, had added four others, 
as set forth in the various counts of the in- 
dictments. Counsel moved that the  Dis- 
trict Attorney be compelled to produce in 
court the minutes of the Grand Jury 
and the foreman cr some members of that body to 
testify as to what took place when the indictment 
was ordered. Assistant District Attorney Bell, in 
reply, argued that the statute protected the mem- 
bers of the Grand Jury from being brought into 
court to testify as tothe sufficiency or quality of 
the evidence taken before finding an indictment, 
and there was no provision under the law of the 
State for the production of the records of the 
Grand Jury in court. Decision on the latter point 
was reserved by Judge Gildersleeve, and the argu- 
ment was adjourned until to-morrow morning, 
when Mr. Grabam will speak in support of the mo- 


tion to quash. 
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WHO KILLED THOMAS ROCNEY? 
——»-—_—_- 
AN INQUIRY THAT IS MAKING A MUDDLE IN 
THE CORONER’S OFFICE. 

On Christmas Day an old man named Thom- 
as Rooney was found dead, with his throat cut, 
in one of the rooms occupied by his family in 
Tenth-avenue. As he had attempted once or 


twice to commit suicide, it was at first supposed 
that he had killed himself. This belief was weak- 


ened by the fact that the weapon with which the 
old man’s throat was cut could not be found. 


Subsequently, evidence was discovered indicat- 
ing that Rooney did not commit suicide, 


but was murdered in a drunken quarrel by his ; 
son, Felix Rooney, who fied from this City imme- | 


diately after the discovery of his father’s death, | 


and has not yet been arrested. Coroner Brady 
committed Mrs. Bridget Rooney, the widow of the 
murdered man, and her daughter, Julia Ann 
Rooney, to the Iouse of Detention as witnesses 
against Yelix Reoney. They obtained a iawyer’s 
aid, end he procured writs of habeas corpus upon 
which they were taken before Judge Barrett, in 


; Supreme Court, Chambers, yesterday. Their coun- 


sel moved for their release on the ground that it 
was improper to lock them up to await the arrest 
and trial of the aleged murderer. He declared that 
the House of Detention is a vile place, and that the 
fear of being incarcerated in it often prevents per- 
sons from appearing and giving testimony neces- 
sary to promote the ends of justice. Judge Bar- 
rett decided that the testimony taken before the 
Coroner did not show that Mrs. Rooney’s evidence 
was material as to the guilt of her son Felix, and 
that she must be discharged from custody. He 
held, however, that the evidence of Julia Ann 
Rooney was material, and that she must remain in 
the House of Detention in default of bail. Upon 
leaving the court-room Mrs. Rooney was arrested 
upon a warrant issued by Coroner Brady, upon the 
charge that she killed her husband. Her counsel 
seg owiye Ke writ of habeas corpus, and will move 
or her discharge to-day.

A DRY GOODS STORE RURNED. 
Three alarms were sent out at 8:20 o’clock 
last night for a fire in P. McCann’s dry goods store, 
Nos. 183 and 185 Eighth-avenue, three-story build- 
ings, of which the frontage of the first and second 


floors were glass. The fire started, it is sup- 


posed, when a dress caught fire from a gas jet, and 
the flames spread rapidly. At the time of the out- 
break McCann was in the basement, and he and 
several employes had barely time to escape. The 
fire was under controlin 20 minutes, and was ex- 
tinguished in three-quarters of an hour, but the 
building was gutted and the stock was destroyed.
